Simple but Impressive ceremonies 
marked the laying of the corner stone 
of the new' Kentucky capltol at Frank¬ 
fort yesterday, only two set speeches 
being delivered. Gov. Beckham placed 
the mortar In the bed with a silver 
trowel which will be presented to the 
Kentucky Historical Society. Former 
United States Senator William Lindsay 
delivered an address on the future of 
the State, and H. V. MoChesney gave 
the history of the former capitols. Gov. 
Beckham nnd Senator James B. Mc¬ 
Creary spoke briefly. 


OLD KENTUCKY HOME 
GIVES GREETING TO 
NEW KENTUCKY 


Castro will resume the presidency of 
Venezuela July 5. The State Depart¬ 
ment at Washington yesterday te- 
ceived a dispatch announcing that on 
June 11 Castro declared this intention 
to Vice President Gome*, and a dele¬ 
gation that visited him at La Victoria 
and requested him to resume the presi¬ 
dency.

It Is reported In St. Petersburg thAt 
Emperor Nicholas has definitely de¬ 
cided lo declare a recess of Parliament 
on June 28 and to leave on a cruise on 
the Imperial yacht. Such a contin¬ 
gency, it Is believed, would be the sig¬ 
nal for an Immediate and bloody out¬

day witnessed the laying of the corner 
stone to Kentucky’s new million dollar 
capltol building. Amid the discomfit¬ 
ure of heat the enthusiasm »nd patri¬ 
otism of the spectators did not seem 
to wane in the least. Some of them 
had come hundreds of miles to re¬ 
joice with the citizens of the capital 
city In forever burying a question that 
has agitated the people of the State for 
over a century—-that of the location of 
the capltol. In song and words and 
deeds the matter was finally and for¬ 
ever sealed to-duy. 

Never, probably. In the history of any 
corner-stone laying In this country w as 
there such a crowd of distinguished 
men as assembled here to-day. From 
far off Montana came Preston H. Les¬ 
lie, who whs Governor of Kentucky 
from 1871 to 1875, and who was after¬ 
ward honored with the same office by 
his adopted State. The aged statesman 
Intended to speak again to his loved 
Kentucky friends and admirers, but 
owing to the fact that he was due In 
Louisville was compelled to leave be¬ 
fore the ceremonies were over. By his 
side BAt T. T. Crlttenden.a native Ken¬ 
tuckian and former Governor of Mis¬ 
souri. He. too, did not get to address 
the crowd. 

• • • 

Immense Throngs Attend. 


The scene in the capital city In tho 
morning hours was something that be¬ 
wildered tho people. Every train com¬ 
ing to the city brought extra coach¬ 
loads of people. When the two trains 
from Louisville arrived and unloaded 
their great cargoes of humanity the 
scene became more bewildering. In¬ 
auguration day crowds were small In 
comparison with the crowd that came 
to do homage to the erection of a new 
home for the new State of Kentucky. 
The city was alive with people and 
there was scarcely room enough in the 
streets to permit the people to pass. 

But It was a happy time for the peo¬ 
ple of Frankfort. While they were Joy¬ 
ous over a fight of a hundred years, 
yet they were still more Joyous over 
the fact that so many loyal Kentuck¬ 
ians had come to rejoice with them In 
their day of final triumph. Allusions 
were made to the Anal settlement of the 
capltol question by !(. V. McCheaney In 
his speech, by former Senator William 
Lindsay, the orator of the day. by Gov. 
Beckham and by Senator McCreary and 
every time the applause that would 
follow was tremendous. The people of 
Frankfort appreciated the honor shown 
them to-day. They were bubbling over 
with hospitality and gave evidence of 
It on all sides.

Simple Ceremonies Only. 


which was made of solid silver, with 
an ebony handle. 

• • • 

Streets Thronged All Day. 

An hour before the ceremonies were 
scheduled to take place throngs of peo¬ 
ple could be seen ascending Capltol 
avenue toward the site of the new' 
Capltol building. Already much of the 
foundation work has been done and the 
piles of stone from a distance looks as 
If they were assuming shape. Huge 
and towering derricks are placed here 
• and there for handling the heavy stone. 
Streamers of buntfog w-ere strung from 
the tops of these derricks stretching to 
the w*all foundations on all sides. Flags 
floated and the stars and stripe* met 
the gaze everywhere. The new Cap¬ 
ltol faces the northeast. In the front 
will be a broad and Imposing portico. 
The comer stone as laid yesterday Is 
In the right-hand comer of this por 
llco. The only Inscription on the stone 
Is “Anno Domini 1906.” 

A platform for tho speakers and dis¬ 
tinguished guests was erected in front 
of where the comer stone was to be 
laid. Directly In front of the platform 
were placed chairs for notable women 
guests. Chairs were also placed 
considerable distance down the In¬ 
side of the walls from the platform. 
Among the women who occupied seats 
of honor were: Mrs. J. C. W. Beck¬ 
ham. Mrs. Julia Beckham, mother of 
Gov. Beckham; Miss Walcott, of Lake¬ 
land; Miss Olivia Stuart ,of Ow’ens- 
boro; Mrs. T. H. Paynter. Mrs. A. D. 
Martin and Mrs. Harry V. Tandy, of 
Frankfort; Mrs. Morton Yonts, of 
Louisville; Mrs. Frank A. Andrews, of 
New York.

Distinguished Men On Platform. 


The ceremonies attending the laying 
of the comer stone of the Capltol 
building, which Is situated on a high 
hill In South Frankfort, were of the 
simplest nature. Only two set ad¬ 
dresses were made, that of H. V. Me- 
Chesney, Secretary or State, who re¬ 
viewed the history or the different 
Capital buildings in the State, and that 
of Former Senator William Lindsay. 
Senator LlndsAy was the orator of the 
occasion, and du'elt at length on the 
growth, prosperity and achievements 
of Kentucky. He said the new Capltol 
was evidence of the unrivaled and un¬ 
paralleled prosperity of Kentucky. 

The work of laying the corner stone 
consumed but a few minutes. The use 
of a silver trowel by Gov. Beckham, 
who laid the first batch of mortar, was 
a feature that was greatly enjoyed 
by the thousands of spectators. They 
gave vent to loud cheers when the 
Governor first held aloft the little tool. 


The appearance of Gov. Beckham and 
the distinguished guests as they 
mounted the platform w*a* the signal 
for loud cheering. In a moment but 
little room was left vacant on the plat¬ 
form. Among those who occupied 
choirs were; Gov. J. C. W. Beckham. 
Judge William Lindsay, Gen. D. W. 
Lindsey, master of ceremonies; the 
Kev. Dr. J. McCluskey Btaney and the 
Rev. Dr. C. R. Hudson, of Frankfort;

Gen. Lindsey Opens Exercises. 

It was 12:20 o’clock when Gen. D. 
W. Lindsey stepped forward on the 
platform and motioned for the vast au¬ 
dience, that stood on rocks and piles 
of stone, sweltering In a beating sun. 
to give attention. Silence came as 
commanded, but not until a cheer that 
almost shook the great hilltop went 
up with one accord. Gen. Lindsey 
said, after the crow'd assented that It 
was willing to be spoken to. that owing 
to the lateness of the hour the pro¬ 
gramme os announced would be strict¬ 
ly adhered to. He said on account of 
some of the noted and distinguished 
guest* haMng to fulfill on engagement 
of Importance in Louisville, that he 
would b* brief In his remark*. 

Gen. Lindsey said that he would not 


No sooner had Gen. Lindsey ceased to 
speak than the band and the chorus 
of thousands of voices struck up 
‘•America.” Despite the boiling sun 
there was no evidence of waning pa¬ 
triotism on the part of the men. wom¬ 
en and children, who stood with bjr*d 
heads as they sang the inspiring words 
of the great national song. 

The Invocation was pronounced by 
the Rev. Dr. J. McCluskey Blaney. pas¬ 
tor of the First Presbyterian church of 
this city. He asked that the Great God 
of the universe look upon the work that 
was now boforq the peoplo of Ken¬ 
tucky as a blessing and that the labor* 
on the great enterprise be brought to 
a successful conclusion. He said ths 
foundation about to be laid whs de¬ 
pendent on the goodness and kindness of 
an All-Wise Providence. He asked tho 
divine blessings upon all who toll »n 
the u'alls of the structure, and every¬ 
body connected with It. He asked thit 
the great structure be permitted In tho 
wisdom of God to stand as a monu¬ 
ment to the State and a temple of e vil 
and religious liberty and civic right¬ 
eousness. 

He asked that the great laws to bo 
enacted by those who shall deliberate 
In the great building be foundel upon 
the guidance of the Lord and upon tho 
decisions of equity and justness to mx.'U 
He asked that the people of Kentucky 
be permitted to dwell In peace and hir- 
mony and always In plenty. Dlvlno 
bless In ga were asked for the chief exec¬ 
utive and his associates In council and 
authority. He asked that the history 
of the fathers of the Commonwealth 
be guarded as a sacred heritage. 

• • • 

History of State Capitol. 

After the band had given an ln«pring 
selection Harry V. McCheaney. Secre¬ 
tary of State, was Introduced. Mr. Mc- 
Cheaney reviewed the history of tho 
State Capltol buildings from the foun¬ 
dation of the Commonwealth to the 
present proposed structure. Amid 
cheers he declared the bitter strifo 
over tho location of a Capltol was now 
at an end, the laying of the comer 
stone of the present building forever 
sealing the fact. Mr McChesney was 
given undivided attention, and was 
frequently applauded by the great 
crowd. He naturally has a strong 
voice, and he was heard far out Into 
the crowd. His speech In full Is pub¬ 
lished elsewhere m the Courier- 
Journal. 

As the speaker took his seat tho 
band struck up “Dixie,” and there was 
cheering for several minutes. Far back 
In the crowd voices could be heard 
singing tho sweet and Inspiring strains. 
• • • 

Senator Lindsay Speaks. 


Former United States Senator Will¬ 
iam Lindsay was Introduced amid hur¬ 
rahs and ringing cheers. Although tho 
former Senator halls from New York 
now, yet he declared that he was a 
Kentuckian and he Intended to remain 
so. He Is a man of most striking ap¬ 
pearance. having a powerful physique. 
His demeanor showed that he was In 
earnest, and the great throng seemed 
to realize as they had often honored 
him they should do it still. When he 
said that he had never cast a vote 
that was Hi it cast In Kentucky tho 
applause became deafening. His ad¬ 
dress told of historic events In Ken¬ 
tucky from its admission Into th* 
Union down to the present time. The 
speaker emphasised the fact that he 
wanted to see the day w*hcn there 
would be no more feuds In Kentucky 
and mob law* forever banished from 
the good old State. Said he: 

“I wjiut to sec u new r era In the grand 
old Commonwealth, and I believe that 
that era is now In its inclplency. Wo 
have had enough of feuds and moba. 
What we want now Is good-will and 
peace to everybody. I am glad also 
that the laying of this corner stone for¬ 
ever settles a prolonged controversy 
as to the location of the State Capltol. 
It was the absorbing question of ovor 
a hundred years, but I thank God to¬ 
day It Is burled forever." 

Judge Lindsay apoke for over an hour 
and the Intense heat had a telling ef¬ 
fect upon him, although he bore up 
manfully under It. When his last words 
were spoken he was given a round of 
applause and as he sank Into a chiir 
on the platform the strains of “My Old 
Kentucky Home” began to float out 
over Capltol Hill and down Into tha 
beautiful valley from ten thousand 
throats. 

■ • • 

Shout Greets Governor. 


A shout went up as Gov. J. C. W. 
Beckham stepped forward with a 
white, highly polished box In his hand. 
He placed the box on the mltlng and 
gently opening It raised a silver trow'd 
with ebony handle In his hand which 
was to put tho first batch of mortar 
In place where the great comer stine 
of the Immense structure should mt. 
He held the little Instrument aloft and 
there w'cre shouts again and again. It 
was small in size, but very beautiful 
and the gift of Frank G. Stngg. of 
Frankfort, to the Capltol Commission. 
On tho trowel are the names of the 
Capltol Commissioners, architects and 
contractors. The trowel la to be pre¬ 
sented to the Kentucky Historical So¬ 
ciety and. together with oth^r rellca, 
will be kept In the new Capitol. 

Gov. Beckham sold It was a happy 
occasion to him because It afforded him 
the opportunity to perform a duty he 
had been anxious to do for twenty- 
four years of his official life. H»* said 
from the time he entered the Lr ri*la- 
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1 new.Capltol would be built In Frank- 
.ort. Said he: 

• • • 

Always Favored Frankfort. 

"I have always realised the splendid 
attractions of other cities In tho State. 
£ Our great metropolis has had claims, 
and so has the beautiful city In the 
Bluegrass. but I have believed and felt 
that It was written In tho skies that the 
Capitol should be In this little city, sur¬ 
rounded by Its historic hills It Is the 
realisation of your hopes. Gamely and 
bravely you have forced your recog- 
£ nit Ion and your victory Is sealed to¬ 
day. In such parts, friends, as I have 
taken In the matter I have taken them 
with special pride and pleasure. When 
completed this will be the most beau¬ 
tiful and handsomest Capitol In this 
union of ours*' 

The Oovemor paid a glowing tribute 
* to the legislators of 1304, 1305 and 1306 
for their services and faithful actions 
In regard to the Capitol. lie also com¬ 
manded the members of the Building 
Board and said that the work of the 
« architect, Frank A. Andrews, was the 
best on record anywhere. He said he 
had confidence In the company engaged 
in erecting the building and expressed 
his thanks to all connected with build¬ 
ing the Capitol. He said In proceeding 
with the trowel to do the first work to¬ 
ward laying the corner stone, he want¬ 
ed to dedicate It to the care and pro¬ 
tection of the State. He said that he 
hoped none who might occupy the 
building In the future years will bring 
dishonor or discredit to the.Statt. 

• • • 

Corner Stone Laid In Place. 

As Gov. Beckham spoke the last 
words, the puff of steam was heard 
across the building and soon the big 
derrick with hooks and chain swung 
around and In a moment or two the 
heavy comer stone was being lifted 
from its placr* In order that the mortar 
might be laid that would hold it In 
r place for ages to come. As the stone 
swung aloft a bucket of mortar was 
placed on the platform and with a dip 
into It with hi# silver trowel. Gov. 
Beckham brought up a good dab and It 
was dashed on the base stone. That 
was sufficient for the chief executive. 
He wiped the sandy mortar from his 
line Instrument, while an experienced 
stonemason spread the bucket of mor¬ 
tar. Soon the stone was swung Into 
position and when the clock struck two 
the work was done. 

• • • 

Belies In Copper Box. 

Dr. Edgar E. Hume. Mayor of Frank, 
fort, next appeared with a copper box 
In hand filled with documents of all 
kinds. He did not open the box or state 
what was contained In ft. Without a 
word he placed the copper box In the 
chiseled receptacle. The list of what 
the box contained follows:

Col. W. B. Hnldeman, editor of that pa¬ 
per, was present on the stand with the 
Governor as be settled the stone, and hnd 
the pleasure of teing placed Uieroln five 
copies of hU paper, containing editorials 
urging the Governor to call the Assembly 
In extra session for the purpose of chang¬ 
ing the site, which was done, and later 
lrsues of the paper publishing the ae- 
eompilnhment of the change or site.

APPROPRIATION bill. 


DAY OF DEBATE IN SENATE. 


Washington. Juno U.-Afw forty 
minute. 1 debate to-day the House by a 
vou* of 129 to *2 adopted the Senate 
resolution providing for the purchase 
of material and equipment for u©e In 
the construction of the Panama canal 
of domestic manufacturer* and of the 
lowest responsible bidder, unless the 
Prefilu :■.» **-'.*-* *»Y ca*e deem the 
bid* or tenders tn- r. L». t • b xtortion- 
ate or unreasonable. Tne uu^i.»i of 
this resolution came as the result of a 
long discussion over the question of 
purchasing In open markets materials 
for the canal while the Sundry Civil 
BUI was under consideration. 

The Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill 
was passed. It carries u total appropri¬ 
ation of $94,587,070. Of the total 
amount carried by the bill nearly $26,- 
000,000 is appropriated ft^r the continu¬ 
ation of work on the Panama canal. 

Chief among the features of the bill, 
which carries more remedial legisla¬ 
tion relating to administration and the 
expenditures of the public money than 
has been carried by any similar bill In 
many years, is the amendment provid¬ 
ing for the luck level type of cAnal.

Canteen Amendment. 

An amendment was adopted discon¬ 
tinuing the canteens at all Government 
and fcUate nomes for old soldiers where 
Government appropriations are avail¬ 
able. The House refused to pass the 
amendment recommended by the com¬ 
mittee of $25,000 f».r the traveling ex¬ 
panses of the President, this item, as 
well as a number of others containing 
new legislation, going out on points of 
order. , . . 

An amendment was adopted requiring 
all officers of the Government to fur¬ 
nish within thirty days after the close 
of each fiscal year a statement of all 
money arising from the proceeds from 
public property of any kind and from 
any source other than the postal serv¬ 
ice received by the heads of the de¬ 
partments during the previous fiscal 
year for and on account of public serv¬ 
ice. Moneys collected from the sale 
of town lots, as In the case of Okla¬ 
homa^ will have to be deposited In the 
Treasury Department to the credit of 
the Secretary of the Interior. 

Immediately after the passage of the 
Sundry Civil Bill Mr. Dalxell. of Penn¬ 
sylvania, from the Committee on Rules, 
reported a rule taking the Senate reso¬ 
lution from the Speaker's table and 
after forty minutes of debate putting It 
upon its passage.

TO BE PASSED THIS WEEK. 

Agreement Reached By House Lead¬ 
ers On Big Bills. 

Washington, June 16.—A conclusion 
was reached late to-day by House 
leaders whereby the Meat Inspection 
Bills, the Pure "Food Bill and the Immi¬ 
gration Bill are all to be passed next 
week and In the order named. This un¬ 
derstanding was arrived at as the re¬ 
sult of a demand for a Republican cau¬ 
cus to decide whether th»* Pure Food 
or the Immigration Bill should have 
the right of way. No caucus will now 
be necessary’ and the legislation will be 
expedited if necessary by special rules 
limiting debate. 

The controversy between the Presi¬ 
dent and the House concerning meat 
Inspection legislation and the differ¬ 
ences likely to arise between the Sen¬ 
ate and House relative to the Panama 
canal type were discussed by Senate 
lenders to-day to determine uhut ef¬ 
fect they will have upon adjournment. 

The Indications arc said to be that 
the Senate would decide relative to 
meat Inspection upon u g od and ef¬ 
fective measure. In regard to canal 
legislation the prevailing impression Is 
that the outcome in the event the Sen¬ 
ate passes a sea level canal bill Is 
that all matters relative to the type 
would be eliminated in conference from 
the Sundry' Civil Appropriation Bill 
If this should be done It would lpavs 
the President free to carry out his er- 
presaed determination to proceed with 
the construction of a lock canal. The 
existing complications in regard to both 
of these important matters are no: 
thought likely to seriously delay the 
adjournment of Congress.

Geological Department of Kentucky. 
The report bear* the title, "Geology 
and Mineral Resource* of Part of the 
Cumberland Gap Coal Field, Ken¬ 
tucky.” and hn* been eagerly welcomed 
by all who ore Interested In the de¬ 
velopment of Southeastern Kentucky. 
It Is based on the field work of O. H. 
Ashley and L. C. Glenn, carried on in 
1902, though In lta preparation liberal 
use has been made of report* hitherto 
published by geologist* of the Ken¬ 
tucky Geological Survey and by Mc- 
Creath and DTnvllller* and other*, thus 
tendering it the more comprehensive 
and elaborate. 

What ha* been designated a* the 
Cumberland Gap coal field lies In Bell 
nnd Harlan counties, and part of 
Letcher county, Kentucky, and In Cl*4- 
i borne and Campbell counties. T^nnee- 
It 11 that region extending from 
Fork mountain northeastwardly be¬ 
tween Cumberland and Pine mountains 
on the southwest, to the heads of Poor 
nnd Clover forks of the Cumberland 
river, on the northeast. As defined In 
the report. It ho* a total length of 
about ninety miles and a width of 
from fifteen to twenty miles, at least 
seventy mile* of Its length being in 
Kentucky. While much was already 
known about the southwest ward ly por¬ 
tion of the district, In the region about 
Mlddlesboro, Information concerning 
| the more eaatwardly portion has beeu 
very meager, the northeastern third 
being almost a terra incognita, so fsr 
a* adequate knowledge of Its value In 
cool bed* is concerned.

The report Just Issued covers the cen¬ 
tral part of the flHd. extending from 
the Log Mountains, In Bell county, on 
the southwest, to about ten miles east 
of Harlan. Harlan county, and tnclud«s 
an Area of about thirty miles long by 
fifteen to twenty miles wide. The re¬ 
sults of the Inveetigatlon of this part 
of the district alone, a* presented in the 
report, demonstrate that the Cumber¬ 
land Gap field Is on© of the richest 
cool region* known in this country, 
holding out great opportunities for re¬ 
munerative development. The coals are 
shown to compare favorably with the 
noted Westmoreland gas cool* of Penn¬ 
sylvania, and some of the beds make 
excellent coke. In their low percent¬ 
ages of moisture, ash and sulphur, 
there coals ore pronounced of a purity 
equal to probably the beet of tit© Ap¬ 
palachian coals. 

The tonnage of workable coal even In 
the comparatively email area discussed 
Is enormous. Over fifty different coal 
bod*, one above the other, were found 
In many sections of the area. Of three, 
thirteen ore accounted of workable 
thickness and quality. The thickest 
bed seen measured 136 inches and had 
nine feet of coal In It. In the region 
around Harlan, one coal with a thick¬ 
ness of four fret is shown to have an 
area of nearly 100 square miles, the 
larger portion of which is believed to 
be workable, and above that come one 
to three other cowls which are locally 
workable over a large »rea In that dis¬ 
trict. From this a notion of the Im¬ 
mense volume of coal In the basin may 
be obtained. In consequence of lack 
of transportation facilities for th« 
eastern portion, present development of 
the coel* Is confined to the western 
part of the Add. in the region about 
Mlddlreboro, where seven of the thir¬ 
teen workable beds, ranging in thick¬ 
ness from four to six feet, are commer¬ 
cially mined.

The upper third of the field, consti¬ 
tuting an Irregular area about the same 
’.ength a* that covered by the report 
above referred to, and Including the 
Little Black and Big Black mountains, 
I* now being studied by the State Geo- 
j logical Survey, the field work being in 
charge of J. M. Hodge, assisted by J. 
H. Gardner. Results so far obtained 
indicate a Add of coal there no lees 
valuable than that occupying the mid¬ 
dle third or central part of the b4*ln. 
During the past month, the principal 
beds of lower Clover Park have been 
traced up Poor Fork to Big Looney 
creek (In the extreme northeastern end 
' of Harlan county), a distance of about 
twenty-two miles, and two beds of 
Importance lying high In Big Black 
mountain, hence little known hitherto, 
have been followed an equal distance. 

Numerous openings have been mad© 
in these latter bed*; one of the seams 
shows u thickness of flve to eight feet 
of coal, largely splint of exceptionally 
tin© quality, and with Insignificant 
partings or none. As was the case with 
the ’ Elkhom" coal In Pike and ad¬

Such 
progress han been inado in the work 
that other beds are now so known that 
I th©lr position In each section can gen¬ 
erally be determined and their value 
retnbllshed.

TO 


EDWARDS MAY BE 

OPPOSED IN ELEVENTH, 


FOR FAILURE TO PRODUCE LET¬ 
TERS AND PAPERS. 


REMOVED AS AN INDIVIDUAL 


New YORK, June 16.—Judge La- 
Combe, in the United States Court, to¬ 
day denied the motion of the Federal 
Government to punish for contempt 
William E. Ransom, secretary of the 
M* Andrews & Forbes Company; John 
8. Young, of the John S. Young Com¬ 
pany. and W. E. McAllister, of the 
American Tobacco Company. The 
contempt proceedings grew out of the 
failure of the officers to produce let¬ 
ters and papers before the United 
States grand Jury which has hfsn 
conducting an investigation into the 
so-eftiled tobacco trust. The motion 
was dismissed on the ground that the 
men were removed as Individuals and 
not as officers of the corporations. 

The documents which the Govern¬ 
ment la trying to bring before the 
grand Jury were said by witness** to 
be in a book which is In possession of 
Karl Jungblutti. the president of the 
M- Andrews A Forbes Company. 

Counsel for Mr. Ransom declared 
that the book contained Mr. Jungbluth's 
prUate letters and could be produced 
only by a resolution of the Board of 
Directors 

Honr> W Taft, s|o>cial attorney for 
the Government, argued that the fact 
that President Jungbluth copied pri¬ 
vate letters into the book does not seal 
the book as sacred, and ought not to 
give him the privilege to hide behind 
the right of privacy. "If the d vice for 
the right of prlva« y is to be Imposed In 
this manner the Interstate commerce 
and the anti-trust laws could not be 
carried out,** said Mr. Taft "If a pri¬ 
vate letter book.is made the receptacle 
of IncrtuUimitng letters, when the In¬ 
formation cannot be obtained from any 
other source, a comprehensive system 
of Immunity could be put Into off.-ct. 
By the careful arrangement of letters 
and books In the custody of the several 
officers, none of them could be made 
liable for his crimes. The rstabllsh- 
ment of sqch a bureau of Immunity 
would be In effect a hem fit of clergy, 
ea.-h Officer producing the letters that 
Incriminated himself." 

Judge La comb» replied that he did 
not think an officer of a corporation 
would secure immunity In such a man¬ 
ner. "If the subpoena." w;t!d the' 
Judge, "runs alone to Mr Ransom 
personally he cannot be punished for 
contempt In not producing a bo *k that I 
Is not In his custody, and which he i 
could not get except by burglarising 
the desk of the president." 

"The officer of u corporate under 
the anti-trust law cannot i * punished 
when he produces himself the evidence 
Of his criminality.” replied Mr Taft 
"You wouK In effect give immunity 
for every officer of a corporation and 
practically nullify the decision of the 
Supreme Court In the McAlister and 
Hale case. If the law is to be constru-

WHILE DOWTE WAS PONDERING 
ABOUT ELIJAH. 


He Tells the Court That At First 
Blush He Resented Rev¬ 
elation. 


Chicago, June 16.—John Alexander 
Dowle was on the witness stand again 
to-day before Judge Landis, In the 
United States District Court, in the 
Zion City controversy. Under cros*- 
exnmlnatlon to-dHy. he was asked: 

"Are you Elijah, the restorer?*' 

"I have always been." 

"When did you llrst become conscious 
of the fact?" 

"It gradually grew. 1 resented the 
revelation, as It were, and for years 
was grieved and angry If anyone sug¬ 
gested that I was Elijah. I am not a 
visionary man. The first time It came 
to my attention was In Melbourne, or 
Sidney. Australia, while at the head 
of a Bible society. One night I wjlb 
asked to preach a sermon. I went to 
supper, and ordered two meals. tvhlch 
1 forgot to eat. I had been thinking 
over my subject, and could not get be¬ 
yond Elijah. I was thinking of his 
remarkable career, and my supper got 
cold. On* of my deacons told me I 
had a message from God. I laughed, 
and said. 'You go away and let me 
nlone.' He said. T want to tell you. 
you are Elijah/ He said th«it three 
times, and walked away. I was much 
distressed, for he could not have known 
that I had been thinking of Elijah for 
an hour. I spoke, and my last Idea 
was that I was Elijah. But. as God 
Is my Judge, the thought that I was 
the second embodiment never entered 
my head. After the sermon one mem¬ 
ber said to me. *1 feel like saying. "You 
are Elijah." * l said. T am not—don't 
get that bee In my bonnet.* For years 
I would not think of If. but In after 
years I had to come to It. They were 
all right. The first open revelation 
was that night."

Eorty-Six Stars Now 

In the American Flag 

Oklahoma and Indian Territory Becomes One State— 
Arizona and New Mexico May Follow. 


Washington. June 16—Another star 
was added to the Union to-day when 
President Roosevelt signed the bill ad¬ 
mitting Oklahoma and the Indian Ter¬ 
ritory as one State. The measure also 
provides that Arizona and New Mexico 
may be admitted to statehood as the 
State of Arizona, provided the people 
of the territories vote In favor of ad¬ 
mission on the terms submitted to them 
by Congress. 

The signing of the measure was made 
the occasion of an Interesting cere¬ 
mony. Senator Beveridge and Repre¬ 
sentative Hamilton, respectively chair¬ 
men of the House and Senate Com¬ 
mittees on Territories, who have 
worked long and hard to bring about 
the enactment of the measure, were 
present, as also were delegate McGuire, 
of Oklahoma, and a delegation of res¬ 
idents of Oklahoma. Delegate Andrews, 
of Mexico; Secretary Loeb nnd several 
others. Just before the President 
signed the bill Ambassador Speck von 
Stemburg. of Germany, was ushered 
Into the office and witnessed the cere¬ 
mony. 

The President used two pens used 


two pens In signing the measure, writ¬ 
ing his first name "Theodore" with a 
solid gold pen presented by the people 
of Arizona, and his family name, 
"Roosevelt," with an eagle's quill tak¬ 
en from an American eagle In Okla¬ 
homa. 

After signing the bill President 
Roosevelt congratulated Senator Bev¬ 
eridge and Representative Hamilton on 
the completion of their long and ardu¬ 
ous labors in connection with the 
measure. He expressed In strong terms 
the hope that the people of Arizona and 
Now Mexico would avail themselves of 
the opportunity afforded them by the 
law to come Into the Union as a State. 
From every viewpoint, he said, he re¬ 
garded It as the wise thing for them 
to do, as they now were offered an 
opportunity which might not again be 
offered In a score of years. The Pres¬ 
ident said, too. he had a personal In¬ 
terest In the admission of Arizona and 
New Mexico, as many of the members 
of his regiment, the Rough Riders, re¬ 
sided In those territories. He added 
that he hoped sincerely the people of 
the Territories would not lose the op¬ 
portunity thus presented to them.

SATE OP AMERICANS CAUSES 
INVESTIGATION. 


NO PRETENSE AT HOUSES. 


The tragic deaths recently of three 
cf a party of four America r* In the 
Sonora desert, supposedly at me hands 
of Seri Indians, bring to notice one of 
the strangest and most savage of hu¬ 
man tribes, says the Detroit News. 

PerhApa no man living to-day knows 
as much about this little-known l*in<l 
of the moat primitive tribe now extant 
as Prof. W. J. McGee, director of the 
Ft Louis Public Museum, who was (or 
many years chief of tha United States 
Bureau of (Ethnology and later chief 
of anthropology at the Louisiana Pur¬ 
chase Exposition. 

When, several months ago, the Ill- 
fated party was organized by Thomas 
Grlndell. a raining engineer, of Doug¬ 
las. Arts . to explore the island of Tt- 
buron. In the Gulf of Mexico, Crlndell 
Invited Dr. McGee to make one of the 
party, which Included Dr. Raw lea. L. 
K Davidson and James Hoffman. Dr. 
McGee derived the Invitation. Of the 
party only Hoffman survives, and the 
privations he endured In the search for 
the m Dorado temporarily deprived 
him of hts right mind. He la now un¬ 
der treatment at Bf*b©*\ Arlx. 

When Dr. McGee declined the Invito, 
tlnn ho urged Gritulell not to under¬ 
take tha hazardous trip, or Rt least not 
to go forth without a very complete 
equipment. Contrary to hla advice, the 
ill-fated expedition outfitted lightly at 
Douglas, Arlx.. on the Mexican border, 
going from there by rgil and stage Into 
the Altatr country. *ofne seventy mile* 
southwest of Nogales, another border 
town. At this point civilisation is left 
behind, the country being nothing but 
a sand-blown, mesqulte-covored de«ert, 
with water holes at long Intervals. To 
seek to explore It without a guide, says 
Dr. McGee, is to seek certain death. 

The ultimate destination of the party 
Was the mysterious Island of Tlburon, 
which for years has been the fabled fcll 
Dorado of many expeditions, none of 
which ever reached the goal. Although 
the Island la only 200 miles south from 
where the Colorado finds lia ocean end 
and but thirty miles from the Mexican 
shore, no white man has ever act foot 
upon It and lived to tell what he saw*. 
Hard of access because of the desert 
nature of the contiguous country, lia 
danger* Increase from Its Inhabitants, 
the ferocious Seri Indians, who have 
no love for brother Indian nor for 
white man. 

Wondrous tales exist of th© fabulous 
wealth of gold that abounds In the Is¬ 
land; of the immense riches of the na¬ 
tives and of the temples with barbaric 
splendors such as the conqueror. Cor¬ 
tex, found In the palaces of the Aztecs. 
Many have attempted to master Us se¬ 
crets. Yuma. Ari.. being th%* favorite 
starting place of the*** expedltnns. Tn 
all the Southwest border to-iloy. how¬ 
ever, where perhaps the most Intrepid 
set of men In the world live, the brav¬ 
est ponder discreetly when an «xp j dl- 
tlon to Tlburon Island Is broached. 

This was the case wh**n Dr McGee 
desirous of having the Seri Indians r©p- 


WlMtt the Intrepid crew of "Arizona 
Charlie." less well known as Charles 
Meadows, of Yuma, aald, "Nay, nay" 

I to the Invitation, they deserted for the 
[ find time. 

"We ain't lost no Seri Injuns," said 
"Arizona Charlie's" followers when 
their chief laid before them the offer 
of the Government, and the Instruc¬ 
tions which they wera to follow in 
tracking the Seri to his lair. Assuming 
that discretion la the better part of 
valor. Mr. Meadows* crew displayed the 
part of eminent wisdom. For the Seri 
Is an own brother to the coyote, thrice 
more savage and awesome than the fa¬ 
bled wehrwolf, and withal the lowest 
and most ferocious form of human life, 
certainly on the Western hemisphere, 
and perhaps on the globe. Little has 
been heard of him and stilt less Is 
known of him and his tribe, for the suf¬ 
ficient reason that they are the most 
sullen, ferrous, dangerous and unap¬ 
proachable people of which the bureau 
of American ethnology has record. 

That they have not In this Twentieth 
century advanced beyond the civiliza¬ 
tion, of the stone age; that they subsist 
principally on the food of th*» sea. nei¬ 
ther ptant nor cultivate, are splendid of 
physique and fleet of limb beyond be¬ 
lief; that they hold aloof from all 
tribes and races, and particularly the 
white man; that they are reputed can¬ 
nibals and in every way have more the 
habits and characteristics of brutes 
than human beings—all this is known, 
but lKtle more. 

What contribution to the knowledge 
of tho Seri has been made is due in 
groat measure to the investigations of 
Prof. McGee. 

The Seri are distinct In habits, cus¬ 
toms and language from every other 
tribe of aborigines on the two conti¬ 
nents and by far the moat primitive. 
The sullen and unapproachable charac¬ 
ter of the tribe Is indicated by their 
choice of a habitat which Is arid and 
rugged, abounding In desi-rt *>aads and 
naked mountain rocks, with fresh wa¬ 
ter In only a few* places. 

Besides rh© Island of Tlburon, the 
tribe inhabits a limited area adjacent 
on ths mainland of Mexico. From all 
other settlements in Mexico an almost 
Impassable desert shuts out the forbid¬ 
den lands of the Bert. 

The Sort are splendid animals. Phys¬ 
ically both men and women are mip*rb 
Of great stature, their limbs are slen¬ 
der but sinewy, their chests deep and 
broad and their heads about the av¬ 
erage size, although smstl tn propor- ( 
tlon to their stature. Their hands and 
feet are especially large. This latter* 
peculiarity and their dark skin tint. 1 
the luxuriance of thpir hair, which In 
color ranges from black to a rusty 
shade, and the peculiar movement In 
walking and running, which 1* yet not 
devoid of ©as© and grace. Instantly at¬ 
tract ihe attention of all who behold; 
them for the first time. 

One of the most remarkable things 
about the Rerf Indians, according to 
Prdf McGee. Is that they seem never 
to stop growing during their lives. The 
scrupulous scientist adds, however, 
that whether this Is actually the case 
or not. It is a fait that they continue 
to add to their Inches until after they 
are forty years old. which In Itself Is! 
Indeed a strange phenomenon from a ’ 
physiological viewpoint.

YGien one has known the physical 
vigor and the extraordinary endurance 
of the rigors which arc their dally ex¬ 
perience he is not surprised to I«*arn 
that there are no fut men or women 
among the 8erl. Pariah* of the d©*ert 
as they are. carrying their entire alock 
of personal belonging** with th©m as 
well as their supply of food and wafer, 
they are perpetual fugitives, who**© 
fTeetness of foot can outstrip that of 
the swiftest horse or even the Jack rab¬ 
bit or the deer. 

Extraordinary' account* are given by 
Prof. McGee of these physical attrib¬ 
utes of the Seri. They never tlilnk to 
mount a hors© either for their travels 
or for the pleasure* of the chase In 
fact, being able to run down any ani¬ 
mal, no matter how swift, they scorn 
to b© carried by them, and nre able to 
go along paths and roods where no ani¬ 
mal could stand the rigors. Through 
centuries of such hardships In their 
barnm and rugged country they have 
gro*n a skin on their feet and lower 
legs so hard and callous that it l* more 
like that of o horse or camel than of 
humgn beings. 

Cactus thickets so thorny that dogs 
or horse* fear to traverse them and 
beds of stone so sharp that tho very 
coyotes avoid them do not deter the 
Rerl from running through. F«»r many 
years these abnormal men have been 
In conflict with the ranchmen on* tho 
main land, whom they” regard as In¬ 
truder* who have come upon a part of 
their domain. In their forays upon 
th© stock o( their enemies, when they 
have surround'd the horses or cattle 
they disdain to mount the beasts, oven 
If pursued, nor do they lead tho ani¬ 
mals away.

Instead they catch th© brute by th© 
Jaw with on© hand and by th© forelock 
or horns with th© other. In *uch a man¬ 
ner as to break the beast’s neck. Then 
with their only weapon, a blunt stone 
weighing four or five pounds, they 
knock out the victim's brains and while 
th© flesh still quivers In the dfnth 
thn»c* they rond th© body Into quarters 
and fie© for their live* with th© recking 
flesh on their heads and shoulders. 

And Prof. McGee asserts that score< 
of vnqueros declare that even so bur¬ 
dened the predatory Herl can skim the 
desert faster than the average horse¬ 
man can follow them. 

Yet another Instance, ©r^n mor© re¬ 
markable. is related by PrMcGee il¬ 
lustrative of th© gr**at sprinting power© 
of these people When tlm© hangs 
heavy on the hand* of the Seri boys 
they r go after Jack rabbit*, which they 
hunt on foot In threes or four*. Th© 
savage youngsters catch thcr.e nimble 
hares by outrunning thorn. A Tier the 
rabbit Is sturted tb© ooy* scatter, one 
following off after It obliquely so as to 
head It off nnd keep It in a ztgxag 
course until It tires. 

When that tlm© comes th© young¬ 
ster* close in on th© exhausted rabbi I 
nnd catch It by band. In many Instances 
bringing It In allvo to show that It 
was c/iught fairly. Savage and fero¬ 
cious as they are. ihe**© aboruiin s have 
nevertheless Ihe true sporting Instinct 
of fair play, which deems It discredita¬ 
ble lo take gain© animal* without a 
elm nee to escape or of defense. 

Deer arc also captured by Berl In¬ 
dians on foot and In much the same 
manner ns the youngsters catch Jack 
rabbits Usually several nre require I 
to enptur© a deer by running, scattering 
at sight of the quarry, surrounding It. 
gradually bewildering the frightened 
iatmal by cor.fr'*ntlng it at all points 
led finally closing in and seizing it 
with th‘- bunds. But Prof. McO©< n 
lutes an instance where he wltneggcd a 
single 8ert capture a d*»‘r ftllv©.

Home* they have none, unless it be 
that tho poor temporary shelters of 
piled-up atone* roofed with a hug© 
turtle shell may be called such. Isolated 
iib no other tribe on earth I*, they are 
wanderers always, ever roaming from 
place to place and sleeping wherever 
exhaustion overtakes them. 

Even man's best frietHl* In the brute 
^kingdom ©void them, und they have hd 
domestic aniinaJs save dog*. whUh are 
largely of the coyote blood. Their feed 
Is that which the sea yield* them, nnd 
lia’woys eaten raw. Turtle*. fl*h, mol- 
lu*ks an.l water fowls form the princi¬ 
pal article* of diet, with occa-donaL 
ly the leg of a cow or the parboil©J 
hock of a hors©, which they chew like 
animals. When these or* not uvtdubl© 
they take land game and eat th© cac¬ 
tus fruit*, mesqulte be©ji* und a !’uw 
other vegetable product* of their des¬ 
ert lands. 

Even the men of the Stone Age must 
have known a better civilisation than 
ihe*© degeneruto tribesmen, for I hey 
pnsnes* but a single tool. It Is nothing 
more than a wave-worn stone weighing 
from four to eight pounds, und it serves 
every purpose for which they wnull use 
a tool, crushing bone*, revering ten¬ 
dons, grinding seeds, rubbing face 
paint and manufacturing arms for ivur- 
fnre or for Ashing.

“Old Jack** Is charged 
with the attempted robbery of three 
men in the Astor House on Tuesday 
night, and “Old Jack** has a story to 
tell that should put a stop to the am¬ 
bition of many dime-novel youngsters 
who think that a burglar’s life Is the 
life to lead.

The public Ir too wise. Electric lights, 
newspapers, with their pictures and | 
descriptions of burglars: the advance , 
In lcicksmlthlng. nil make it a more 
precarious undertaking than it ever 
was before. 

There's nothing In It. Nothing, that 
Is. except ruin. State prison while you 
are young, and no honeit work WMO 
you are old and know enough to want 
to be decent. 

I became a thief away back In th© 
war days I wu* then a member of 
the Fifty-fourth Illinois regiment, and , 
was on furlough In St. Louis. I was 
Arrested as a suspicious character be¬ 
cause there had been a theft and I ; 
was In company with a well-known 1 
thief. My picture was sent on by th j | 
police of SL Loul* to Inspector Byrnes, j 
and that Is why It Is In hi* book. As \ 
a matter of fact neither Byrnes or j 
?t!cLAUghlln over saw me—until the 
latter saw me yesterday. While un¬ 
der arrest there I became acquainted ! 
with a thief named “Billy** Brady, and ! 
he taught me how easy It was to rob | 
guests In hotels. 

I was released on (hat charge, but 
when, after the war, and after serving 
several years as pilot ror Government 
boats on the Mississippi, I finally found 
myself without work, my mind nat¬ 
urally turned to the lesson I had 
learned In that 8L LouB Jail. 

I suppose what I am telling you now 
will send me to prison for what will 
mean life to me. but I want to tell 
you because It may keep some young 
men away from my path. 

I went Into hotel burglary after th* 
war. for the natural excitement of the 
thing. I had been a bricklayer, c>ok 
and all sorts of things before, but I 
wanted excitement, and 1 got It. 

I never berame a house burglar, be¬ 
cause I would not put Into Jeopardy | 
the the lives of women and children. 

A house burglar must be prepared to 
sell his liberty dearly—he may have to 
commit murder—and I did not want to 
do that. 

What have I got to show for It? 
Nothing. I’m slxty-two years old and 
I have been straight for nearly tweuty 
years—but w-hat's the use? I live In 
Scranton, Pa., under the name of Stew¬ 
art, and I’ve tried to get an honest 
living by acting as watchman for Hen¬ 
dricks 6t Co., but I came to New York 
to find my son. George, who Is twenty- i 
two years old. and who works for n ! 
big firm here. I hadn't heard from I 
him In two months and I was bound to 
And him. 

kl arrived In town at 11:30 yesterday 
morning and after registering at the ] 
Astor House started out In the even- I 
ing to find my son. He was not at his i 
home, and I was told that he was out 
of town, but I concluded to *©nrch Th*' 
Tenderloin I put on the black ? < 
tache—that I hod carried for a lung 
time—so that no one would recognize 
me. 

I didn't find my son. I returned to 
the Astor House at 11 o’clock. I left 
my room at 2:30 a. m. to seek the wash 
room. Purely, through habit. I had 
put on the moustache, and on my re¬ 
turn to my room* 1 happened to turn 
the wrong way and walked Into an¬ 
other room. I was surprised to find 
some clothes hanging on the door, and 
while I was feeling them the light was 
turned on and I was captured ns a 1 
burglar. Really I never meant to do | 
any more burglary, and the talk af my 
putting up a fight Is all nonsense. I 
happened to have a knife In my trou¬ 
sers—I always carried one for protec- | 
tlon while a watchman, but I never at¬ 
tempted to use It.

FIVE DECREES OF DIVORCE. 


The report of Deputy Commissioner 
William Ormsby. who had been en¬ 
gaged on the recount of the ballots of 
the last election In the contest since 
February 26. vvns filed yesterday in 
Joint session. This report certifies to 
the court the results of the count, and 
is prepared In a most elaborate form. 
It covers 169 large tabulating sheets; 
thirteen sheets, each about thirty feet 
long, and £15 typewritten page*. Two 
weeks were allowed counsel on both 
sides to file exceptions to the report. 
These exceptions must, of course, t>»* 
settled by the chancellors. 

The results of the recount give Lewis 
Humphrey, candidate for County 

clerk. a gain of 807 votes. Arthur Pe¬ 
ter receives a gain of an even 800 votes 
In the race for County Judge. The oili¬ 
er gains of the Fusion candidates range 
from this figure down to about :»U0 

votes. 

So far there has been read to the 
Chancellors 6,698 pages of evidence in 
the contest. The reading has been In 
progress eight weeks. Since the read¬ 
ing began it lias been ascertained that 
the record Is not so great as was at 
first supposed, and that It does not 
cover more than 14,000 pages In all. 

This leaves about 9,000 pages to be 

read.

lutions were adopted: 

“Wherry*, down to June 15. 1906. the 
hi£h“*t courts of the Slut© having Juris¬ 
diction to pass on the question bad de¬ 
cided that the special lnw wkh reference 
to the sale of intoxicating drinks on Sun¬ 
day. knoan ns Section 1.303. Kentucky 
Statutes, was unconstitutional and void, 
those ©nsmged In business were Justified 
In obeying the law thus Interpreted; 
but. 

Whereas, the Court of Appeals, on 
June 13. 11**6. advised against the#e pre¬ 
vious derision*, and held that said law 
Is valid and cnforcible; and 

Whereas. It tins always been the de¬ 
sire of the Retail Liquor Dealers' Asso¬ 
ciation and Its members to obey the law 
In every particular. It Is now 

Resolved. That mi<*h ond every member 
accept this advisory opinion ns a final 
mlJudlcAtlon upon the subject, and adhere 
strictly to the law as thus expounded, 
and oil are ordered and commanded, 
therefore, tn close their saloons and to 
sell no Intoxicating drinks hereafter on a 
Sunday. 

The Board of Public Safety yester¬ 
day. through Muj. Patrick Ridge, is¬ 
sued orders to the police to forcibly 
close any saloon found open for busi¬ 
ness to-day. The same ruling which 
applied to hotels last Sunday, permit¬ 
ting drinks to be served with regular 
meals only, will continue in force to¬ 
day. _^^

able siege in 1778. His sister. Betti© 
Craig, was one of the women who went 
to the spring for water. 

Capt. Dodds participated in Hr* vari¬ 
ous campaigns of the War of 1*12. com.- 
mandlng a company In Mltchlson's 
Kentucky regiment. New Orleans cini- 
pa Ign, was detailed and served as 
captain on Maj. Gen. John Thomas' 
staff during that campaign, hut its 
Gen. Thomas was sick In the hospital. 
New Orleans, Capt. Dodds returned to 
his regiment and commanded his com¬ 
pany in battle January 8. 1815. 

Col. Cook wns related to <*apt. Virgil 
McCracken, killed at the battle of 
Rlson, May. 181.1. and to Col. Young 


Ewing, who commanded a regiment of 
Kentucky militia In the War of 1812. 
Col Cook served In a Kentucky Con¬ 
federate regiment under Gen. Forrest 
In the Civil War. He left Kentucky 
In 1866. going to Arkansas, where he 
has since resided and where he partici¬ 
pated in the Bmoks-Bnxter War, 1874 
He was connected with the Arkansas 
State Guard for a number of years, 
serving ns major general of It He has 
also served as major general of the 
Arkansas division of United Confed¬ 
erate Veterans, was colonel of the Se?* 
ond Arkansas Infantry United States 
Volunteers in the war with Spain, 
commanding at various Intervals the 
first separate brigade Second Army 
Corps. 

Col. Cook is a succesful planter In 
the Upper White river valley, Arkan¬ 
sas. growing extensively cotton and 
alfalfa.

Eighty-eight Deaths and Sixty-five j 
Births Shown By Returns.

Ten of the eighty-five deaths w’hlch oc¬ 
curred In Louisville last week were due to | 
violence. Five persons committed suiclae, | 
three by poison, one by Hanging and one 
by throwing himself In front of a train. 
Nine persons died of tul>erculoBfs, seven 
of heart nisease, four of pneumonia, four 
of Bright s disease and five of old age. [ 
Forty-six w*erc* male and forty-two w f ere 
female, sixty-three w*cre white and twen- i 
ty-flve w’ere colored. 

There w’ere only sixty-five births In Lou¬ 
isville last week. Thirty-three were male 
and thirty-two were female, sixty were 
white arid five were colored.

W. L. Larue, of 2318 Montgomery 
street, has been missing from home 
since Wednesday afternoon, and it is 
feared that he has either met wiih 
foul play or has committed suicide. His 
disappearance has been reported to 
the police, who are looking for him. 

On Wednesday afternoon. it is 
claimed, he left home saying that he 
was going down town to buy a skirt 
for his wife, and that he would Ire 
back in an hour or two. It is said he 
was seen at midnight that night In 
company with Bayonne Winsett, of 
Hodgenville, Ky.. where Larue former¬ 
ly lived. Since then he has disap¬ 
peared completely, and has not been 
seen in any of his usual haunts or In 
the city.

New York. June 16.—Dr. Douglas 
Hyde, president of the Gaelic League 
In Ireland, and Mrs. Hyde, sailed for 
their home in Irelund yesterday on the 
White Star liner Celtic. Dr. Hyde 
took back with him a check for $50.- 
000 to aid the cause of the Gaelic 
League In Ireland. This sum was 
raised at the public meetings that Dr. 
Hyde addressed during his visit of 
seven months. Before sailing, Dr. 
Hyde said: 

“I have found nothing except a gen¬ 
erous welcome In America. 1 traveled 
19,000 miles, visited over sixty cities 
and explained the cause of the Irish 
language to perhaps 80,000 persons. I 
have not heard a single word that was 
not favorable to our cause. 1 under¬ 
stand now, hs never before, how great 
is this country and how humorous, 
strong and powerful are the Irish who 
are In it. 

“There Is a great likeness between 
the people of Ireland and this country. 

I would sooner have the good will of 
this country than anything else in the 
struggle to bring back the language, 
music and customs of Ireland." 

A number of Dr. Hyde’s friends here 
raised $2,500 to buy him a motor cur 
for use in his work in Ireland. This 
fund was to have been presented to 
Dr. Hyde on Thursday, but he declared I 
ho could not depart from the rule of his 
life not to accept personal reward for 
his services to the Gaelic League and 
in behalf of Irish unity. The contri¬ 
butions w’ere returned to the contrlb 
utors.

INVENTION PERFECTING 

AIR BRAKE SYSTEMS 


Ernest B. Allen, of the Louisville Railway Company, 
Has Been Granted a Patent. 


WORK RESUMED IN 

SOUTHWESTERN MINES. 


An invention that may to some ex¬ 
tent revolutionize present air-brake 
systems has been designed and success¬ 
fully tested by Eniewt B. Alien, 
an employe of the Louisville and Nash¬ 
ville Railway Company. The radical 
departure from other mechanisms In 
use is in the air-supply apparatus for 
the air brake. Letters patent were 
granted Mr. Allen June 12. his appli¬ 
cation having been filed on February 
13, 1906. Tests have been made on some 
of the City Hallway’s suburban cars 
and the appliance has proved practical 
and valuable. It is probable that the 
device will be attached to all the ears 
operated by the local company. Mr. 
Allen Is negotiating wdth some of the 
largest car manufacturers of the coun¬ 
try relative to using his patent. The 
appliance may be described as follows: 

The invention is in the naturfe of an 
auxiliary air-supply apparatus for sup¬ 
plementing or reinforcing the air sup¬ 
ply In air brakes to which the term of 
“booster system” has been applied. Aft¬ 
er two applications of the brakes on a 
long freight train on a heavy down 
grade the engine has a good deal of 
difficulty In recharging the train line, 
which difficulty is often the cause of a 
runaway train. In strect-car lines and 
also suburban trains using air brakes 
the very frequent stops deplete the air 
pressure, so that it cannot be k<** w up 
to the standard, and consequently the 
quick recurrence of another stop after 
such depletion of air pressure finds the 
system seriously deficient for the work 
it is intended to do. 

This invention is designed to provide 
for ihese difficulties by oppantus 
which not only keeps the air supply up 
to its standard pressure at all tlmej, 
but also utilizes the power in com¬ 
pressing this auxiliary charge as a 
me-ans for stopping the train, thu^ se¬ 
curing a double effect, since the power 
used to oppose the stopping of the ; 
train in one instance operates through 


the booster pump of the apparatus t-» 
supfdement or reinforce the pressure 
In the reservoir for subsequent stops in 
the application <rt the air brakes. 

The booster pump is driven by the 
axle of a car, and this pump is auto¬ 
matically cut In or started the moment 
the brakes are applied. Its duties ar • 
to pump air to replace the air used in 
Ihe brake cylinders during application 
of brakes, and at the same time It will 
help stop the car. It Is not intended 
1 that it shall entirely replace the air 
pump on a train of oars where the au¬ 
tomatic brake !s used, but only to store 
air in a tank, which, when brakes are 
released 5s automatically turned Into 
the train !lm* and Insures a quirk re¬ 
charge of the whole train line, thereby 
helping the Steam air pump on the en¬ 
gine or tlie electrically driven pump to 
replenish the traln-JIne pressure. The 
advantage of this booster appattun* 
used with straight air brakes, whether 
storage or motor-driven system, 1 n 
that the apparatus wdll put air into tho 
reservoir faster than It can be used. 
When the booster pump gets the pres¬ 
sure to standard It cuts itself out of 
service automatically even before tho 
. brakes have been released. As soon as 
the pressure drops, however. It cuts in 
on the next application of the brakes, 
or it may be cut In by a hand lever at 
will. Thus, for instance, if there is a 
bad leak in the alr-brnke system pres¬ 
sure can be kept up by pulling a hand 
lever, which is situated in. the front 
part of ihe car. which lever is so con¬ 
nected by a long md to the booster- 
pump apparatus as to be able to start 
the same. Wnen the brakes are re¬ 
leased the booster Is immediatetly 
thrown out of operation, nnd there is 
no machinery whatever connected with 
tho booster, and therefore no drag on 
the acce;»?ration of the car. The power 
to run the booster pump costa nothing, 
for since It is the result of the moment¬ 
um of the train It would ordinarily bj 
lost power.

The Report On 8moot. 

It is queer how the Senate Committee 
on Privileges and Elections divided In 
the case of Reed Smoot. Senator from 
Vtah. Seven members of tho commit¬ 
tee voted to exclude him. They were 
Burrows, Dolliver. Dubois, Pottus. Bai¬ 
ley, Overman and Frasier. The two 
first-named are Republicans, the others 
Democrats. On tho other side were 
live Senators—Foraker. Beveridge. Dil¬ 
lingham. Hopkins and Knox, all Re¬ 
publicans. The minority, who arc all 
lawyer*. say that Smoot has his seat 
;by as valid a title as any man In the 
pen&te. 

It is true that Smoot was elected as 
a Republican from a State which, while 
Sn Its territorial condition, was consid¬ 
ered Democratic. The campaign against 
Smoot, however, proceeds on the idea 
that he represents not the Republican 
party, but the Mormon church. Only 
jtw'o Republicans were Induced to put 
fthemHelves on that side. The notion 
that it is a nonpartisan proceeding 
against Smoot did not control them. 
Just as partisanship clearly did not 
‘control Burrows and Dolllver. But the 
Democrats have generally been strenu¬ 
ously opposed to the intrusion of re¬ 
ligion into politics, and they have re¬ 
sisted the disposition of Congress to do 
as It pleases without regard to the Con¬ 
stitution. They might have been ex¬ 
pected to take ground against the re¬ 
moval of a Senator on petition, but 
they did not. Mr. Bailey, however, 
while concurring with the majority that 
Smoot should lose his seaL Insisted 
that he must be excluded by a ttvo- 
thlrda vote and could not be got rid of 
otherwise In a Const It utkmal way. 

The majority find that he Is a mem¬ 
ber and office-bearer of the Mormon 
church: that persons formerly associ¬ 
ated with him have practiced polyga¬ 
my: that the church tolerates it. and 
even encourages it; that there is In 
Vtah a union of church and State, etc. 
It comes very near to a recommenda¬ 
tion that Smoot lose his seat because 
he Is a Mormon, although the Consti¬ 
tution says that there shall be no re¬ 
ligious test for office under tho United 
States. 

The Constitution says that a Senator 
must be thirty years old, must have 
Been nine years a citizen of the United 
State* ami when elected must lx? an 
In habitant of the Hint* from which he 

chosen. Ho must be dhosen by the 
Legislature of the State. Nobody pre¬ 
tends that Smoot lacks the qualifica¬ 
tions prescribed, and there Is no com¬ 
plaint as to the regularity of his elec¬ 
tion. But they sny that church and 
*>ta»e have been united In Utah, and 
that this Is contrary to the Federal 
Constitution. This !* not true. There 
Is not a syllable In the Constitution of 
the United States which forbids h State 
to establish any religion It may prefer. 
F«»r years ar. amendment has been pro¬ 
posed to forbid a State to establish a 
religion, but it has never been sub¬ 
mitted. The Constitution forbids the 
establishment ot a religion by Cuh- 
gre**« but It leave* the States entirely 
free. Some of the New England State* 
have had provision* that amounted to 
an c«ubll*hfmqit of religion In part, 
though they have been repealed. 
Polygamy I* not contrary to the Con¬ 
stitution of the United States, though 
Congress lias passed laws against It 
w here U ha* power to legislate. It Is 
contrary to the law* of Utah, but Mr. 
Smoot la not a polygamist, bo he 1ms 
not violated that law. It Is contrary 
to tho general sentiment of the coun¬ 
try. and ought to be suppressed where- 
ever possible, hut this doe* not relato 
to the conviction* of a Senator. Many 
Seuatora entertain view* which are 
not approved by a majority of the peo¬ 
ple. but they are not thereby disquali¬ 
fied. 

The Mormon Church wu* pretty nell 
understood before Utah became a 
State. The majority of the people be- 
lle\cd In polygamy, and many had 
PiaUkcJ It. Still, after taking some 


All the agitation against Reed Smoot 
Is an agitation against the Mormon 
Churrh. There has been a good deal 
of damaging evidence against It. Mr. 
Smoot hlniseif is rather a good speci¬ 
men of a Mormon, but he stands high 
In that church nnd believes In it. But 
his State, with a Mormon majority, was 
admitted, and U is entitled to repre¬ 
sentation. It Is apt to be represented 
by a Mormon uuless u*n establish a re¬ 
ligious test contrary to tho Constitu¬ 
tion. He seems to be tho logical out¬ 
come of the admission of Utah Into tho 
Union.

He may have a lot to say about style and fit, and the way they’re 
made; but if he dodges on the all-wool point, depend upon it, the “ sand is in the sugar.” 
You may buy such clothes if you choose. If you do so because they’re cheap, 
and you think you cant afford better, you deserve respect; but you’ll find all-wool 
the real economy. ^ 

We stand for the highest possible quality in clothes; we use, and will have, none but 
all-wool fabrics. We are against “mercerized cotton” in clothing fabrics because it opens 
the way to general adulteration of fabrics; it lowers the quality far more than it lowers 

the price; many a man is paying almost the full all-wool price for goods half cotton.

We have been told that we could not maintain this position; that we would lose 
trade; that the pressure for low prices would force us to lower qualities. On the 
contrary, our goods are more than ever in demand, for what they are, rather than for 
what they cost; there are enough men who want the best to keep us busy.

The Reformed Church in America, 
which was until recent years better j 
known as the Dutch Reformed Church, 
has long used as a church emblem th? 
shield of William th© Silent, whtch, 
although not officially adopted by th© 
church, is nevertheless used upon all 
of its official publications, and Is also 
largely used on the printed matter of 
th© individual churches. Another ©m 
blem has been used by the samo 
church, but in less degree. It is tne 
“Lily Among the Thorns," which f© 
know n to have been one of the symbols 
of the Reformed Church In th© Neth¬ 
erlands. 

Th© original of this device has not 
been known In this country, and draw¬ 
ings that have been used have been 
fanciful ones Just nowr one of the 
ancient symbols has been discovered 
In the museum at Heidelberg Castle, 
on the title page of a copy of the Hei¬ 
delberg Catechism, printed In 1566. Th© 
dlscovorer was Mr. Jonn S. Bussing, 
a leading layman In the Reformed 
Church In America, and h© had the 
symbol copied by one of Holland's 
artists. It has now been reproduced 
In this country and bids fair to rival 
the shield of William the Silent in 
popularity for use In th© churches of 
th© Dutch Reformed faith. 

Use of the symbol "The Lily Among 
the Thoms” began in the Reformed 
Church in the Netherlands in the 
Sixteenth century, when the struggle 
with Spain waa waging, and so calami¬ 
tous was th© condition of the Reformed 
Church at the time that it was called 
The Church Under tne Cross." "Tne 
Lily Among th© Thorns" was the 
pathetic symbol. Th© design brought 
from Holland by Mr. Bussing shows 
a tall Illy with a single blosom. and 
about tho plant are entwined four 
branches covered with thorns. In an 
oval around the design is an Inscr p- 
tlon in Dutch, taken from the .Song 
of Solomon. "As the lily among tm 
thorns, so Is my love among 
daughters. ’

Women May Be Deacons.

Women arc to have a new status In 
the United Presbyterian Church be¬ 
cause or action tak*n by the General 
Assembly of that denomination. Just 
held. It wo* the final vote upon n 
matter that cam© bciore the assembly 
la/it year and which was s*nt by It to 
the Presbyteries for th» lr approval. It 
makes women eligible to tne office of 
deacon tn the churches, to whlcn they 
may now be ordained Just o» are men. 
The only thing remaining now is for 
the Committee on Revision of the Book 
of Government to frame the chapter 
defining the nature and duties of tne 
office, to give the proper scope to this 
change. 

Little opposition to the matter de 
veloped In the General Assembly, al¬ 
though the vote In Its favor was no 
unanimous. Sentiment In favor of th 
change has bc'n growing in the churc» 
for several years, and It is believed that 
in the oftlc© of deacon women can ac¬ 
complish us much, if not more thun 
can men. The sum© change Is being 
talked of in other evangelical churches, 
and similar action may he expected 
from several of them If the experi¬ 
ment In the United Presbyterian 
Church seems successful. 

Another significant action taken by 
the United Presbyterian General As¬ 
sembly was Its adoption of the Men’s 
Movement, which was started as an

O F all Kentucky's ex-Govemon, 
the career of Preston Hopkins 
Leslie, Governor of Kentucky 
and Governor of Montana. Is 
quite the most remarkable. Fate kept 
him In politics, where, as In any other 
activity, he was bound to secure dls- 
He was born on March 2, 
that part of Wayne county 
roe later Included In Clinton 
When he was four years old 
Monroe germinated the policy of ex¬ 
pansion and Henry Clay was then the 
idol of Southerners. He was educated 
In the neighborhood schools, attending 
them at Intervals until 1837. Later he 
•pent five mouths In the County Acade¬ 
my at Columbia. Ky. 

In Ixnilsviiie he read law at odd mo¬ 
ments while gaining a livelihood an 
best he might, and In 1840, at the age 
of twenty-one years, he uas admitted 
to the bar. Becoming u licensed attor¬ 
ney. he moved to Tompklnsvllle and ©*• 
tabliNhed his practice, it was at Toinp- 
klnsvtlle that his political career bv- 
gan. He was elec Led *o the legislature 
from Monroe countv He nerved ,fc* 
term there and l.i trot time was moro 
or less closely associated with such 
men as Henry Clay. John C. Breckln- 
rldae, John J. Crittenden. Joseph K. 
Underwood. J. B. Thompson. Lazarus 
W Powcl. Archibald Dixon and Thom¬ 
as Metcalfe, who were frequent visit¬ 
ers at the capttol. 

At that time Gov. Leslie was only 
twenty-flve years of age Some years 
later, In XS&t. he whs elected t i •!»« 
Ftate Senate, from Monroe and Barren 
counties During that term nt he 
capitol hs had the honor of Voting f >ur 
times tor United Slates Senator*. j;m 
▼id Meriwether. Arrhllwild Dlxnn. .• -r» 


J. Crittenden and J. B Thompson. Aft¬ 
er the expiration of that term he re¬ 
solved to get out of politics and settle 
down at Glasgow*. Ky.. Intending to 
practice hla profession. Until after the 
war and until the convention In 16C8 
he was rated as a private cltlxen, but 
that year he was nominated to the 
State Senate and elected from Barren 
and Monroe counties. w*hen bo vu not 
a candidate. He voted against the 
ratifying of the Thirteenth and Four¬ 
teenth amendments to the Constitution 
of the United States, and throughout 
the durk days that followed the war 
was always to be found on the ride of 
the Southern w*htte element. He was 
elected to the speak^rnnip of tho Sen¬ 
ate In December. I860, and upon the 
death of Gov Helm and the succession 
of Lieut. Gov. Stevenson to the execu¬ 
tive chair he became Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor. When Stevenson resigned, Feb¬ 
ruary, 23. 1871, Leslie became Governor. 

At the party convention the follow¬ 
ing August he himself was a candidate, 
and In a spirited campaign for the 
nomination he defeated Proctor Knott. 
John M. Harlan, now Justice of the 
Supreme t'ourt of the United States, 
was nominated for the governorship by 
the Republicans and the two men con¬ 
ducted « spectacular campaign. On 
horseback they stumped a large part 
of tho State together, debating nt fre¬ 
quent points. In all the campaign 
neither wild <i mean thing about the 
other ami. although each was a stanch 
member of an opposing Hirty. they be¬ 
came fast personal friends. I^she car¬ 
ried tho State by nearly 40.000 majoiiiy. 

Not unequal In service to his col¬ 
leagues, All his executive acts were 
characterized by painstaking study and 
by the desire to right between man and 
man He was Governor under very 
trying circumstances and at a time 
when sectional feeling ran high. How. 
ever, his administration is remembered 
ns n successful one, although Kentucky, 
like other States of the South, was Just 
beginning to recover from the effects of 
!h»* war. In 1881 he was elected to the 
Judgeship of the old Seventh Judicial 
district snd served In that capacity un¬ 
til 1886 

At that time he was appointed by 


Cleveland to the governorship of the 
Territory of Montana, where he has 
since made his home After a success¬ 
ful term In the administration chair 
of that Territory, which soon afterward 
became a State, which is scarcely a 
Democratic stronghold, he retired to 
private life and has since built up a lu¬ 
crative and an enviable practice as a 
lawyer. At hla advanced age of eighty- 
seven years he Is as active and vigor¬ 
ous In mind and body as most men of 
much less than his age. Only last win¬ 
ter, while tho State Legislature was 
In session, he visited Kentucky, visiting 
his old home and the Senate chambers 
which he had honored for so long Un¬ 
der Cleveland's second term as Presi¬ 
dent he was United States Attorney 
for the district of Montana, although, 
since his term expired, the office has 
been filled with Republicans. 


TJAMES B. M’CREARY-

T HE public life of James Bennett 
■ McCreary, Llentenant-Colonel In 
the Confederate Army, member of the 
Kentucky Legislature. Governor of the 
State. Congressman and Senator for the 
greater part of the time since, and 
member of the International Blmetallo 
Conference at Brussels, began almost 
where his school days left off and he 
Is now, after half & century of public 
service, scsrccly past the prime of life. 

He was horn in Madison county July 
8, 1838. of parents whose f reb« ar* 

came to Kentucky from Virginia In the 
earliest days of the settlement of iho 
"dark and bloody ground.” His grand¬ 
mother. In her girlhood, was In the 
old f«rt at Boones bo ro ugh. His 'wvn 
childhood a a s spent on & Madison 
county farm, where In the open sir 
was laid the foundation of a vigorous 


healthful manhood that has never 
yielded to the wearing efTecis of hard 
study and unceasing work 

He attended the neighborhood schools 
and the Richmond Male Seminary, aft¬ 
er which he entered old Centre College, 
at Danville, and was graduated with 
honors at the early age of eighteen, 
loiter he read law under MaJ. Squire 
Turner, afteg which he took a course 
In the Law Department of Cumberland 
University, at Lebanon, Tenn., where 
he was graduated at tho age of twen¬ 
ty-one. receiving first honors out of a 
class of forty-seven members. He Im¬ 
mediately began the practice of the 
law and has been successful as a mem¬ 
ber of the bar ever since, except w*hcn 
his official duties have taken him from 
home. 

Ho cast his lot with the South when 
the war broke out and assisted in raid¬ 
ing the Eleventh Kentucky Cavglry, 
In which he first took rank as Major, 
later rising to be Lieutenant-Colonel, 
In which post he continued until the 
closo of hcwliUties. He rode after Mof- 
ran and served with gallantry and dis¬ 
tinction under other Southern com¬ 
manders and surrendered under Gen. 
Breckinridge In Virginia at the end of 
the war 

His career as civilian began In 1868 
when he was elected presidential elector 
on the Democratic ticket. He declined 
to serve for the reason that he hail been 
out of th»* Confederate army for only 
three years and he did not think such 
a course proper. The same convention, 
however, chose him to represent It In 
the National Democratic convention. 
The year following he was elected to 
tho lo>wt*r House of the General As¬ 
sembly to n present Madison county 
and wa«> re-elected in 1871 and 1873 
without opposition In his own party. 
In both h:s second and third tenn he 
served as Speaker of the Hou«e- While 
he was pressing officer no appeal was 
ever taken from any of his decisions. 

His service In the Assembly gained 
for him so mu< h popularity that In the 
convention 1876. when he was thir¬ 
ty-six years of «ge, he was nominated 
over other prominent candidates as 
Governor He. .?* well os Leslie. cross¬ 
ed w or Is with John M. Harlan and 


they, too, became fast friends. The 
then youngest man ever elected to the 
Chief Executive's chair carried the 
State by 87,000. He served the full 
term, the constitution then prohibiting 
a second term. In the four years In 
w*h!ch he conducted the affairs of the 
Administration he so conducted him¬ 
self that he earned the title of ”The 
Model Governor" 

His service as a Congressman and 
Senator are known to all Kentuckians. 
He is tho author of many of the bills 
which hAve greatly furthered the In¬ 
terests of his country and stands high 
among his colleagues His committee 
appointments are those not known a* 
"ornamental.” and he Is counted on to 
do lots of hard work and do It well. 
Throughout his life he has been an 
earnest, loyal Democrat, and no man 
In the ittate has been more generous 
In his party service.

? 1883 87 . J 
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A MAN who made things h tppen, 
in whatever position he was 
placed, is ex-Gov. J. Proctor Knott, 
now living hla retired life at the ripe 


age of seventy-six, among his friends 
and his books st his home In Lebanon, 
Ky. In a political career of nearly 
fifty years. Gov. Knott has seen and 
done more than most men of any time. 
Gov. Knott had no c«*l|pge training. 
Early he manifested his capacity to 
make things happen, and won out 
alone. He borrowed his first copy of 
Blackscone from Judge Martin B Mc¬ 
Henry nnd begauthe study of law 

IVhen n mere stripling of twenty 
years, he removed to the WVxt a id 
opened a law office In Memphis. Mo. 
A: the age of twenty-nirte years, he 
was elected Attorney General of that 
Plate. He continued In office and In 
the practice of hts profession until 
1M»2 when the revolution In the Slate 
Government, precipitated by the Civil 
Wnr. made It Impossible for him long¬ 
er to practice In the courts of Missouri. 
He then returned to his old home. And 
in 186’; wp<»ned a law office. It was In 
those trybig days of strife that he laid 
the foundation of that career of use¬ 
fulness that has endeared him to the 
people and made him a man to be reck¬ 
oned with In the affairs of the nation. 

His personal Integrity, his high Ideals 
of national conduct have made him •« 
staunch supporter of the right and a 
fearless lance against fraud. Intrigue 
and chicanery. In political and public, 
aa well aa In private lire, he haa always 
been a foe to be feared, but a friend 
to be trusted to the uttermost. His 
simple manners of life, hla Indifference 
to wealth, his contempt for display, art 
notable characteristics in this day 
when great talents and high position 
are often used for selfish ends and the 
reward Is held higher than the way 
that leads to It. 

Belonging to a period when success 
In politic** depended upon oratorical 
power and personal magnetism. Gov. 
Knott was equaled by few in tlwise 
gifts. Invincible on the stump, noth¬ 
ing delighted him more than to make 
life Interesting for a political opponent 

who look himself and his import 
too seriously and to badger the poor 
unfortunate until life In the same dis¬ 


trict possessed few charms, and the 
discomfited candidate was glad to es¬ 
cape from the precinct of the mlrth- 
provoklnif orator. 

Six y*Mr« Gov. Knott ably represent¬ 
ed his district In the National House of 
Representatives—In 1863-71. And again 
In J*75-79. In 1883 he was elected Gov¬ 
ernor of Kentucky on the Democratic 
ticket. HI* administration was marked 
by honesty, energy and success. Im¬ 
portant reforms were Instituted; the 
system of taxation was revised and Im¬ 
proved; the school law w*ns recon¬ 
structed; education received a great 
forward Impetus; law* affecting the 
mornl welfare of the Commonweal ih 
were enforced, and Kentucky made 
notable irtrtdes under h!s guiding and 
controlling hand. 

The event which shot Congressman 
Knott like a rocket Into national prom¬ 
inence came In the prime of his life, 
at the close of his first term Irt Con¬ 
gress It woe In February of 1871, be¬ 
fore the adjournment of the Forty-first 
Congress. The Railroad Subsidies Blit 
was pending, and :he railroads were 
making enormous demands on the 
Government for appropriations *nd 
land grants. Congressman Knott 
seised hla opportunity and In an ad¬ 
dress known as the "Duluth Speech.** 
because the Minnesota city was made 
the scapegoat for the railroads, he kill¬ 
ed the bill. Attention he had called to 
the little city, eventually helped to 
make It grow to what It is now When. 
In 1891. he visited the city, he was the 
guest of honor and was honored by all 
comers. Even to this day he often re¬ 
ceives requests for copies of that 
speech. Often he has spoken more 
eloquently, with deeper thought a»id 
more polished diction, but "as that Is 
the best speech that wins the curfc." 
this must bo considered the speech of 
hi* life. 

His mind la clear and his memory 
wonderful, and the humorous twinkl<> 
In the brown eyes te.-Uh«s that 1 he 
spirit of Proctor Knott of yore still 
burns within.

that for a lifetime." 

"Now. Dora." 

"Oh, tt’a the solid truth—partly your 

fault, too." 

"I never Interfer’d-" 

••Of course you didn’t, but you ought 
to have interfered. When you called 
on me In London you might have s.'en 
that I waa not happy; and I wanted to 
come to Rawdon Court, and you would 
not Invite me. I called your behavior 
then ‘very mean.* and I have not al¬ 
tered my opinion of it." 

"There were good reasons. Dora, why 
I could not ask you.** 

"Good reasons are usually selfish 
ones. Ethel, and Fred Mostyn told me 
what they were " 

"He likely told you untruths, Dora, 
for he knew nothing about my reasons 
I aaw very Httle of him." 

*T know. You treated him as badly 
as you treated me. and att for some 
wild West creature—a regular cowboy, 
Fred said, but then a Rawdon!"

It w-ti* nearly a week before Elbe! 
had this crisis i«» meet. She went down 
to It with a radiant face nnd charm¬ 
ing manner, and her reception waa 
very cordial Madam would not throw 
down the glove until the proper mo¬ 
ment; besides, there were many very 
Interesting subjects to talk over, and 
sho wanted "to find thing* out" that 
would never be told unless tempers 
were propitious Added to these rai¬ 
sons was the solid one that she really 
adored her granddaughter, and was 
immensely cheered by the very sight 
of the rosy, smiling countenance lifted 
to her sitting-room window In passing. 
8he Indeed pretended to be there in 
order to get a good light for her new 
shell pattern, but she was watching 
for Ethel, and Ether understood the 
shell-pattern fiction very well. Bhe 
had heard something similar often 

"My darling grandmother," sho cried. 
"I thought you would never come 
homo." 

"It wasn't my fault, dear. Mis* 
Hlllts and an Imbecile young doctor 
made me believe I had a cold. I had 
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O F all the unusual thtngs we saw 
in Egypt probably the tomb of 
Amcnhotep turned out Jo be 
the most Interesting. 

One morning we rode across the Nile 
from Luxor In a broad and buxom 
sailboat, climbed on our donkeys and 
rode to the west. We followed the 
narrow road through the fresh fields of 
wheat and alfalfa until we struck the 
desert, and then we took to a dusty 
trail, where the Kings of the Eight¬ 
eenth, Nineteenth and Twentieth Dy¬ 
nasties are being dug up. 

This narrow valley, with the steep 
hills rising at either side, is sure 
enough utterness of desolation \ not a 
tree, not a shrub, not a blade of grass, 
not even a stingy little cactus. No won¬ 
der the old Kings picked out this valley 
for a cemetery. Life has no charm In 
this dreary* region. Eternal sleep would 
seem to offer peculiar advantages. Aft¬ 
er winding through the sun-baked 
gravel for about a mile we came to a 
settlement of houses and & high fence 
thrown across the roadway. Also there 
was an electric-light plant busting 
away merrily. The tombs of the Kings 
are now strung with Incandescent 
lights. Can you best that for sacrile¬ 
gious enterprise? 

All the Important tombs clustered to¬ 
gether here in the valley have been 
opened within the last century. The 
drifting sands and the landslides of 
rock and gravel had burled and con¬ 
cealed the entrances to these wonder¬ 
ful subterranean apartments, and the 
work of the explorers has been to clear 
away the accumulation of centuries an.l 
lug out the hidden treasures. It is said 
to be a fascinating game. When Mr. 
Davis, the American, made hls rich 
find In 1*)5 and first crawled Into a 
huge chamber stocked with magnifi¬ 
cent treasures of mummy cases, chari¬ 
ots. gold-lncrusted furniture and rare 
potteries It Is said that he was so over¬ 
come that he fainted aw*ay. We could 
well believe the story, for we very 
nearly fainted away Just from tramping 
around through the various subwuys 
to inspect the endless array of Inscrip¬ 
tions. 

There are forty-one of these royal 
tombs that have been disijoycred and 
opened to date. The less Important 
are not lighted, and are mere tunnels 
leading back to one or two bare cham¬ 
bers. Those really worth visiting are 
dug far back Into the hills. The ha!D 
are spacious and brilliantly decorated, 
and before you get through exploring 
one of them you think that you are 
pretty well down toward the center of 
the earth. 

Mr Peasley had read up on the 
Tomb of Amenhotep Third, and when 
we entered it he pushed the regular 
guide out of tho way arid gave u« 
one of hls own vivid lectures. The 
native guide lack* Imagination His 
Idea of showing the traveler a frolic¬ 
some time Is to point out a lot of 
paintings in which the deceased Is seen 
traveling across the Nile In a funeral 
barge. Mr Peasley. on the other hand, 
gave us an Insight into the character 
uf the wily Amenhotep 
"Now. look nt the entrance to that 
tomb," he said, as we started down 
the new wooden steps. "It looks a* If 
someone had been blasting for lime¬ 
stone. The walls are rough and un¬ 
finished Old Amenhotep figured that 
If anyone ever came across the open¬ 
ing to the tomb he would s<ze up this 
ordinary hole in the ground and con¬ 
clude that It was either a cave used 
a* a storehouse or the last resting 
place of some cheap two dollar offi¬ 
cial" 

After descending some twenty feet 
we came to a small chamber which 
was rudely frescoed about half of the 
way around 

"Do you know why he left this Job 
unfinished?" asked Mr. Peasley. "He 
knew that some day or other an In¬ 
quisitive foreigner would bo prowling 
around here trying to uncover ancient 
treasures, and he put this measly lit¬ 
tle antechamber here to throw Mr. 
Archaeologist off the scent. He wanted 
It to appear thst the man who was 
buried here had been so poor that he 
couldn’t complete the decorations. And 
now I’ll show you something nvire 
foxy still Come with me down this 
second flight of steps to the second 
chamber." 

He led us down another flight to a 
tall chamber about the size of a freight 
car stood on end. 

•When the French explorers opened 
this place In ltt«8 the chamber whlcn 
you are now Inspecting seemed to be 
the end of the tunnel." continued Mr. 
Peasley. “The four side walls were per¬ 
fectly smooth and unbroken, but down 
at the bottom they found a pit which 
had been filled with heavy stones. They 
supposed, of course, that this was tho 
mummy pit. and that if they removed 
the atones they would find some royal 
remains at th# other end of the h»«1* 
So they worked day after day. lifting 
out the boulders, and finally they earns 
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to the end of the pit and found that 
they had drawn a blank. Naturally 
they -were stumped. They thought they 
had been exploring a tomb, but It was 
only an April fool Joke. One of the pro¬ 
fessors was not satisfied. He felt sure 
that there must be a royal cadaver 
tucked In somewhere about the prem¬ 
ises, so he took a ladder and climbed 
around and began tapping all over the 
walls of the second chamber What 
do you think? He discovered that the 
wall had a hollow sound Just opposite 
the tunnel at which they had entered. 
So he used a battering ram and broke 
through into the real tomb. Yes. sir; 
these two outer chambers, wfth their 
cheap stencil frescoes and fake mummy 
pit, had been a blind. After the French¬ 
men got through this sealed-up wall 
they found themselves In a great big 
corridor leading to an assembly ball 
decorated to the limit, from which an¬ 
other corridor led to still another large 
chamber surrounded by similar apart¬ 
ments, and In this last room, in a great 
big granite coffin, they discovered nd- 
body more or less than old Amenhotep 
himself. He had been absolutely se¬ 
cure In hls privacy since 1400 B C. I 
will now show you w*hat they've done 
to him.” 

We passed over a narrow wooden 
bridge and entered the tunnel beyond 
the second chamber. The w*hole place 
was brightly Illuminated and one could 
readily believe that he was In a mod¬ 
ern hallway decorated In the most gor¬ 
geous Egyptian style. The bordering 
frescos and the historical paintings 
were as fresh in tone as If they had 
been put on only yesterday. One of 
the larger chambers looked exactly like 
the gaudy "Oriental apartment" of a 
Parisian New York hotel. And we 
shouldn't have been surprised or dis¬ 
pleased to see a waiter come in with 
a tray full of cool drinks. 

At last we came to the tomb cham¬ 
ber. and tfiere. In a deep hollow, with 
a modern woo<ien railing Around It. 
milned the great King Amenhotep. 
with the incandescent lamps dangling 
above him and flooding him In a ra¬ 
diant light. The original granite cover 
of the outer case has been removed 
and plate glass substituted. We lean¬ 
ed on the rail and gazed down at the 
serene countenance of the once mighty 
monarch who had been, lying there fur 
3.300 years. The funeral garlands 
which had been laid on hls breast were 
still undisturbed, end the shrunken face 
was illumined by that calm smile of 
triumph which Amenhotep wore when 
he passed away confident in the belief 
that the Cook tourist would never dis¬ 
cover his hiding place. 

We visited the tomb in company with 
a bustling swarm of American excur¬ 
sion Isis of the happy. Irreverent kind. 
The fact that they were strolling about 
In a private and highly aristocratic 
sarcophagus did not seem to repress 
their natural gusli of spirits or Induce 
any solemn reflections. They were all 
steaming hot. but very happy and hav¬ 
ing a lot uf fun with the King. One 
enterprising Yankee, who carried his 
coat And vest on hls arm. started to 
climb over the wooden railing In order 
to make a dose Inspection of the mor¬ 
tuary remains, but was restrained by 
the guards. 

In one uf the smaller rooms Just off 
the royal tomb chamber there are three 
rpummles lying side by side with the 
electric lights turned on them. It Is 
supposed that these were the servant* 
of the King, although a very late theory 
Is that one of these Is the mummy of 
the gi-eat Queen Hat&soo, brought here 
for safe keeping. Her tomb never has 
been discovered. It Is the Captain Kidd 
treasure of the volley. She was a wom¬ 
an of great pride mid w*as a busy build¬ 
er throughout her long reign, and there¬ 
fore It is reasonably certain that some¬ 
where or other In this valley she exca¬ 
vated and decorated a tomb that will 
make all the others look commonplace. 
The explorers intend to continue prob¬ 
ing about In the valley until they dis¬ 
cover the gopher hole that leads away 
to her underground temple. 

Mining for mummlee Is sold to be an 
exdttng occupation, but tt costs money 
and there Is no hope of any real profit. 
Those wiio put up the funds and con¬ 
duct the operations seek no reward 
except the commendation of their fel¬ 
low stnd©rrt* and the sweet knowledge 
that thev have helped to turn light on 
the history* Egypt. For tnalartce. ail 
of the priceless treasures unearthed by 
Mr. Da\is In UOft ware turned over to 


the museum at Cairo. It happened that 
some of the smaller articles wars du¬ 
plicated, and Mr. Davis was permitted 
to keep a few of these duplicates as a 
rew*ard for months of labor and a large 
outlay of capital. 

After leaving the valley of tomb* we 
made a short cut over a very hot and a 
very high hill to the "rest house." which 
has been erected far out on th* desert 
by one of the tourist agencies. We col¬ 
lapsed on the shady side of the build¬ 
ing. dusty and short of breath, and Im¬ 
mediately we wore attacked by a most 
vociferous horde of native peddlers 
And whAt do you suppose they were 
selling? We landed there on Friday, 
and the remnant sole of mummies whs 
tn full blast. Here are some of the 
cut prices 

Head of adult ..,. .4 shillings 

Foot of adult .................. I shilling 

Hand of adult ....ll shilling 

Two feet and tw*o hands 

(warranted mates) .;..3 shillings 

Arm and head ... 6 shillings 

Special reduction for Juvenile size*. 

Can you Imagine anything more dis¬ 
quieting to the nerves, when you are 
resting and getting ready for luncheon, 
than fo have a villainous child of tho 
desert rush up and lay a petrified hu¬ 
man bend In your lap and beg you to 
make an offer? Within tw'o minutes 
after we arrived we had fragments of 
former humanity stacked all around us. 
And they were unmistakably genuine 
The native swindlers can make Imita¬ 
tion scarab* and potteries, or else Im¬ 
port them by the gross from Germany 
and Connecticut, but the mummy head* 
which they offer for sale are horribly 
bona fide, it would not pay to manu¬ 
facture nn Imitation article. Inasmuch 
as the whole desert region to the west 
of ancient Thebes Is a vast cemetery 
If the merchant's stock runs low he can 
go out with a spade and dig up a new 
supply. Just as a farmer would go after 
artichokes or sweet potatoes. 

Our guide co-operated with the 
ghoul*. He rushed about hunting up 
strange and grisly specimens an 1 
brought them to us and begged us to 
examine them and then pick out a few 
for the loved ones .it home. I regret to 
say that we did purchase r few of 
these preserved extremities. The guide 
said we could use them #a paper 
weights. 

This same dragoman or guld©. or 
highbinder, or whatever you may chose 
to call him—nnd Mr Peasley called him 
nearlv everything—gave us a lot of 
♦ heerful entertainment during our four 
dav* In LuXor Mr Peasley was in hot 
pursuit of guaranteed antiquities He 
said he had nn old bookcase at 
home which he was going to convert 
into a curio cabinet. There 1* one 
d*akr in I .uxor who Is said to be nb- 
solutely trust worthy. He supfdle* mu- 
s Mims and private collections through¬ 
out the world nnd if you buy a searsb 
or a carved In age from him you know 
that you have something genuine and 
worth keeping Mr. Peasley In a 
thoughtless moment requested the 
dragoman to conduct us to this shop. 
V\> went In and burrowed through the 
h»*ap* of tempting rubbish and began 
to dicker for a Job lot of little Image*. 
t*ar Jars, amulets, etc., that are found 
tn th- mummy cases That dragoman 
saw the covetous gleam in the Peasley 
rye and he knew that the man from 
Iowa Intended loading up with antiques, 
and he also knew that Mr. Pr-asley 
wished to do ihla purchasing single- 
handed and without the assistance of 
a dragoman, who would come in for a 
10 per cent commlaslon. We told the 
dealer we would drop around later So 
we went to the hotel and dismissed the 
dragoman—told him to go home and 
get n good night's rest and be on hand 
at 9 o’clock the next morning. 

After we were safely in the hotel 
Mr Pessley confided hl« plans to us 

*T don't want to buy the stuff when 
that Infernal Mahmoud Is along." he 
said. Why should he get a rake off? 
We didn't go to the shop on hls recom- 
mendntlon. N«>w. I’ll go over there by 
myself, pick out what I want and 
strike a bargain." 

We offered to go along and aselst, so 
we started up a side street, nnd after 
we had gone a block Mahmoud stepped 
but from a doorway and said: "Gome, 
I will show you the way." We told him 
we had 3ust sauntered out tor a breath 
of air. so we‘ walked aimlessly around 
a block and wete escorted back to the 
hotel. 

TU go over the first thing In tfie 
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morning,” *Aid Mr. Peasley. *T11 be 
there at 8 o\flock. because he isn’t due 
here until 9. - 

When he arrived at the shop early 
next morning Mahmoud was standing 
in the doorway wearing a grin of dev¬ 
ilish triumph. Mr. Peasley kept on 
walking and pretending not to see him, 
but he came back to the hotel mad all 
the way through. 

"We’re up against an Oriental mlnd- 
reader, but I'll fool him yet." he de¬ 
clared. "When we come back to the 
hotel for luncheon and he Is waiting 
for us with the donkey boys on the 
east side of the hotel we will go out 
the west door to the river bank and 
cut south around the Presbyterian mis¬ 
sion and come bock to the shop." 

Mr. Peasley did not know that Mah¬ 
moud had organized all the hotel serv¬ 
ants Into a private detective agency. 
He must have knotvn of our escape on 
the river side before we had gone a 
hundred feet from the hotel, for when, 
after executing our brilliant flank 
movement, we arrived at the ehop of 
the antiquarian, Mahmoud and the pro¬ 
prietor wore sitting in the front room 
drinking Turkish coffee and waiting for 
the prey to wander into the trap. Mah¬ 
moud did not seem surprised to see us.

Washington county. Ky., claims the 
birth of Abraham Lincoln, basing the 
claims on affidavits of venerable citi¬ 
zens of the county, who hand down 
from a pioneer resident of the county 
the statement that he was present at 
the marring© of Abrahnm Lincoln's 
parents, that he knew of the birth of 
not onty abraham Lincoln, but of hts 


asking to make and send him a certi¬ 
fied copy of the marriage record of hie 
parents, and that he made a thorough 
search of the records o f his office and. 
falling to find sn> such record, so In¬ 
formed the President, and that he 
never heard from him afterward In re- 
gard to the matter. This being true 
shows that the President himself, 
knowing of the residence In Hardin 
county and leaving his native State 
a mere boy of tender years, presumed 
that the marriage of his parents oc- 


sSKrtef. who died In Infancy. Recently the curred In Hardin county, as well as his 


grave of little Nancy Lincoln, the elder 
sister of Abraham Lincoln, has been 
found on the farm where It is asserted 
1 the, martyred President first saw the 

'light 

The grave is sunken with the passage 
of years and near It has been found a 
piece of limestone rock on which the 
Initials, “N. L." are cut. The grave Is 
only a short distance from the cabin 
In which it Is said the son of the family 
was born. 

Washington county's olaJm as thf 
birthplace of young Lincoln as against 
Larue county's claim, was brought to 
light through the efforts of Pendleton 
C. Beckley and Clarence Dallam, of 
Louisville, who Arranged with the Hon. 
J. W. Lewis and the lion. W. D. Clay- 
brook. of Springfield, Washington coun¬ 
ty. to gather all th« data in the courts 
at Springfield, and in the possession of 
persons In Washington county hearing 
on the matter. Investigations made by 
Messrs. ~Lewl9 and Claybrook Indicate 
that Thomas Lincoln, the father of 
Abraham Lincoln, and Nancy Hanks, 
his mother, were married at the resi¬ 
dence of Richard Berry on June 12, 
1106, by Jbsse Head, D. M. E. C. 

The burden of proof that Abraham 
Lincoln was born on the Lincoln farm 
in Washington county Instead of the 
Lincoln farm In Larue county rests on 
the declaration of William Hardesty, 
who died In Washington county August 
4. 1166. at the age of ninety years. Mr. 
Hardesty, according to his son. John 
Hardesty, now seventy-nine years old, 
W. C. McChord, who was for many 
years acquainted with William Hardes¬ 
ty, and W. P. Booker, who for thirty- 
six years has been Clerk of the Wash¬ 
ington County Court, declared that he 
was a witness to the marnage of Thom¬ 
as Lincoln and Nancy Hanks at the 
residence of Richard Berry. He said 
that shortly after their marriage they 
occupied a small log cabin, still stand¬ 
ing near Beechland. Washington coun¬ 
ty, and that In that cabin two chil¬ 
dren were bom, the first a girl, who 
died in Infancy, and tho second & boy. 
who was christened Abraham. When 
little Abe was *six weeks old his fa¬ 
ther moved with his wife and infant 
son to Larue county. All of these al¬ 
leged facts are set forth in affidavits, 
made and sworn to by John Hardes¬ 
ty, W. C. McChord and W. F. Booker. 

President Lincoln himself was under 
the Impression that he was born In 
Larue county, and that his parents 
wero married in Larue county. In both 
of these presumptions he was wrong, 
and In tho earlier histones of Abraham 
Lincoln's life It was declared that his 
father and mother were not married. 

• • • 

President Thought Larue His Birth¬ 
place. 

Among other things that the Hon. 
John W. Lewis, formerly Congress, 
man from the Eighth district of Ken¬ 
tucky, says In & treatise on the life 
Of Abraham Lincoln, is this: “It Is 
known and established as a fact that 


own birth, and was Ignorant of the 
fact that the home of his parents before 
their marriage was in Washington 
county. However, his father was a 
native of Washington county, and his 
mother, Nanry Hanks Lincoln, was 
reared by and lived with her nunt. 
Mrs. Rlchnrd Berry, whose husband. 
Richard Rcrry. Br.. was her guardian. 

“Now. as the President was misled 
ns to the plar© where the marriage of 
his parents ©ccurre4 and when* the 
records of said marriage w.is kopt It 
Is easy to understand how he mav 
have been misled as to the place of 
his birth. That he told hlmaelf and 
believed that he was born at the pU*'« 
In Nnlln, Hardin county, now I^irue. 
Is not a matter of doubt. In fact, that 
Is stated by Messrs. Nlcotay and Hay 
In their history of the President upm 
hts own authority. Having written Mr. 
Haycraft, the ^lerk at Elizabethtown, 
for the record of the marriage of h’s 
parsnts, he doubtless, except for the 
Investigation made at his own request 
by Mr FTaveraft. the Clerk, would 
have stated also that the marriage had 
occurred there.**

Record In Washington County. 

In writing of the residence of the 
ncoln* In Washington county, the 
•Triage of Thomas Llmo'n |i M d the 
birth of Abrahnm, Mr. Lewi* s ys: 

tt Is well known to all intelligent per¬ 
sons that history often goes aetray as to 
details In the lives of illustrious person¬ 
ages. The origin of the great President. 
Abraham Lincoln, was no prophecy of his 
life service and faros. The first biography 

S iblUhed of him was by an Illinois sol- 
cur. Col. Ward H. Damon. In thte work 
It is stated as a fact that the parents of 
President Lincoln were never legally mar¬ 
ried. That this statement Is false Is now 
known to every Intelligent man and wom¬ 
an in America. and to readers of history 
all over the world. Indisputable record 
evidence of their marriage la In tho Wash¬ 
ington County Court Clerk's office nt 
Springfield, Ky. No reasonable person 
seeing and reading these records would for 
n moment doubt their genuineness and au¬ 
thenticity. Even before they were un¬ 
earthed. many old citizen* of Washington 
county knew as a fact that this marriage 
had occurred.

Bich In Natural Advantages. 

This State, so rich In natural ad¬ 
vantages, so abundantly supplied with 
resources out of which to create vast 
railroad traffic, haa now but one mil# 
of railroad for each of Its twelve square 
mile* of territory, and Its possibilities 
ln that particular are indicated by the 
fact that Maasschusetts has one mil# 
of railroad for less than four square 
miles of territory, snd the New Eng¬ 
land States sa a whole, with & com¬ 
bined area 60 per cent greater than 
that of Kentucky, have more than 
twice its railroad mil ©ago, or on# mils 
of railroad for each eight square miles 
of territory. There la no reason In na¬ 
ture why Kentucky should not equal 
Massachusetts* railroad mileage as 
compared wUh Its ares. When that 
equality shall exist. Kentucky should 
be able to surpass Massachusetts In 
manufacturing, agriculture and wealth, 
because Kentucky possesses advantages 
as to the material to be developed into 
wealth through Industry which Massa¬ 
chusetts utterly lacks. 

While thgre has been a marked Im¬ 
provement |n the Industrial develop© 
meat of tfe^6tate during the last five 


It has a coal area of 16.980 square 
mllea greater by 6,000 square miles 
than the coal area of Great Britain, 
but while Great Britain Is annually 
mining 300,000.000 tons of coal, Ken¬ 
tucky Is mining only 7,750,000 tons. The 
larger port of the coal measures He ln 
the eastern portion of the State, where 
the conditions, such as natural drain¬ 
age and esse of drift mining, give to 
that section advantages probably not 
surpassed elsewhere In the country, 
and where coals of the finest steam and 
coking qualities are found in vast 
abundance. The coal measures In the 
western part of the 8tate cover about 
6,000 square miles. 

Throughout the coal regions of the 
State there Is Increased activity in 
railroad building and In mining opera¬ 
tions. This Is especially true ln the 
southeastern portion, where a vast 
stretch of country long shut out from 
connection with the outside world Is be¬ 
ing opened up by new railroad lines. 
The extension of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio into the Elkhom coal field, where 
coking coal equaling Connellsvlih- and 
by some regarded as superior, will be 
followed by great mining operations ln 
that territory, reaching through this 
Chesapeake and Ohio branch the lak* 
regions and the cities of the West. 

Other roads heading from the Atlan¬ 
tic coast through the Carolina# to the 
Breaks of the Big Sandy and to other 
points ln the same territory w'ill give 
Eastern outlets. And so w*e may look 
for mining development In Southeast¬ 
ern Kentucky somewhat com**rnsurate 
w'lth the almost boundless wealth of 
high-grade coal In that dlstrb t. In ad¬ 
dition to the railroad \*ork under way, 
another means of transportation for 
this field win be provided through the 
Improvement of the Big Sandy river.

Increased Coal Production. 


Ftato of the revived Geological Survey, 
already doing splendid pioneer work, 
a vast expansion may be expected In 
this mineral Industry, furnishing the 
fuel and the material for the manufac¬ 
ture of Iron and steel products, metal 
products other than Iron and steel, 
clay, glass and stone products, and 
chemicals and allied products. 

Another source of wealth is In the 
woodworking Industry. In which only 
a beginning has been made. Taking 
lumbering as the Indicator. It Is 
found that the value of the 
products Increased between 1890 
and 1900 from $4,064,361 to $13,774,011. 
the capital Invested from $2,290,658 to 
$9,606,404, and the number of establish¬ 
ments. logging, sawing and planing, 
from 670 to 1,280. In 1900 the reports otf 
268 lumbering establishments with a 
capital of $2,644,006 reported ownership 
of 382,649 acres containing 1,787.200,000 
feet.

The production of coal In the whole 
Bt&te In 1880 was only 946 000 ton*. In 
the next t©n yenrs It Increased to 2.- 
701,496 tone, by 1900 this had Increased 
to 6.328.964 tons, nnd last year the out¬ 
put was 7,750.000 tons. In contrast with 
the 250.000.000 to 300,000,000 tons.which 
Great Britain has been annually pro¬ 
ducing for many years out of nn area 
of 10,000 square miles, this output of 
less than 8.000.000 tons from a coal are i 
of 16.000 square miles Is trifllngly smi*II 
but In this contrast Is seen something 
of the vajst possibilities of the coming 
years. 

Another fuel, natural gas. ln being 
utilized In a number of communities, 
the production having quadrupled In 
the past ten years, while the production 
of petroleum has increased from 62,259

Kentucky ha# developed but a 
very light furniture manufacturing 
buslntuis or other lines of fine-finished 
lumber products.

Returning for a moment to the con¬ 
trasting of Massachusetts and Ken¬ 
tucky. It must be noted that one of the 
latter * great advantages over the New 
England State Is its natural capacity 
for supplying all of Its workers with 
food. In this respect, as I have already 
stated. It le peculiarly fortunate. Mas¬ 
sachusetts is obliged not only to trans¬ 
port from distant sections the material 
and the fuel for Its manufacturing in¬ 
terests. but It must also draw from ths 
for West almost Its entire supply of 
food stuff a The situation and the soil 
of Kentucky permit it to grow a vast 
range of crops, including wheat, corn, 
tobacco, hemp, hay, oats, rye, potatoes, 
•to. 

But Kentucky*# agriculture Is not 
keeping pace with Its growth In other 
lines. Of persons engaged In gainful 
occupations, the increase ln the two 
decades from 1880 to 1900 was In manu¬ 
facturing from 61.269 to 106,788, ln trade 
and transportation from 84.686 to 83.- 
$82, and In agriculture from 320.809 to 
406,186. the Increase for all gainful oc¬ 
cupations being from 519,964 to 762.53L 
It must be remembered, of course. thAt 
on apparent lagging In the Increase of 
agricultural workers may be partly ac¬ 
counted for by an advance In form 
methods and In the use of Improved ag¬ 
ricultural machinery and Implements. 

That there ha# been Improvement In 
this direction appears from the fact 
that while the number of forms in¬ 
creased In the twenty years from 166,- 
453 to 234.667. the evcr/ige acreage of 
farms (focreased from 129.1 to 93.7. and 
that while the total acreage Increased 
only from 21.495,240 to 21,979.432, ths 
total number of improved acres In¬ 
creased from 10.731.683 to 13,741.968. 
While the total value of farm proper¬ 
ties Increased from $358,702,832 to $471,- 
045,856, the average value per acre In¬ 
creased from $16.69 to $2143. and the 
total of products Increased from $63.- 
850,156 to $123,266,786. Bill! the fact re¬ 
mains that In many respects Kentucky 
Is not agriculturally what It was ln 
1860 proportionate to Its population. 
The following table comparing the pro¬ 
duction of certain staples and the num¬ 
ber of certain anlmais on the farms Is 
interesting In this connection:

Necessity of Advancement 

If Kentucky Is to en>oy the full 
benefits of Its native riches its agri¬ 
culture must advance step by step 
with Its manufacturing and mining. 
It Is possible for this to be done, but 
the accomplishment depends upon an 
increase ln population greater than 
that afforded by Increase ln births. 
As In the case everywhere else, the 
natural Inclination In Kentucky Is 
from the farm to the mine or the fac¬ 
tory or to the various lines of trade. 
This drain upon the farm must be 
checked either by adding from the 
outside to the workers In manufactur¬ 
ing or to the workers ln agriculture. 
That fact may well be seriously and 
soberly considered by the Kentucky 
home-comers In the midst of their re¬ 
joicing at Kentucky's progress during 
their absence. 

The State of their nativity Is not 
dtftng ns well as It should and as well 
a* U duservee In the matter of attract¬ 
ing new citizens In 1880 there were ln 
the Stats 1,589,179 natives of the 
United States, of whom 1.402,112 were 
natives of Kentucky. At th© same time 
there were 1.856,810 natives of Kentu ky 
in the tmlted Stages Up to that time 
Kentucky had given 464.198 persona who 
were still alive to other parts of 
the country and had recetved but 187,- 
061, a balance against Kentucky of 
267,187. which estimating the valus of 
an Inhabitant to a Btate at $1,000 rep¬ 
resented a l^as to Kentucky of $267,- 
137.000. In 1900 thrre were ln Kentucky 
2.096.925 natives of the United States, 
of whom 1.885,338 were natives of Ken¬ 
tucky. while there were In the United 
8tatee 9,431,601 natives of Kentucky, 
showing 546.263 absentees. 

Included In these were several thou¬ 
sand negroes, and as the member* of 
the negro race have been especially 
restless during the past ten or fifteen 
years, a fairer view of this shifting of 
Kentucky's population ’ la perhaps, 
given If the white# alone be 
ered. Of these there were 1.817,715 In 
Kentucky In 1880. of whom 1.149.494 
natives of the State, while there wero 
In tho United Slates 1.627,306 
tlves of Kentucky. The State hnd given 
377,811 citizen* to other 8tktes snd had 
received 168.231, a lose of 209 , 580 . In 1900 
there were ln the State 1 . 8 12.171 white 
natives of the United States, of whom 
1,625,221 were born In Kentucky, ana 
there were 2.085.769 Kentuckian# born in 
the United States, a balance 
Kentucky In the exchange of .73.593. in 
1880 number of Incomers repre¬ 


sented 12 per cent, of ths total white 
native population of Kentucky, but In 
1000 they represented but 11 per cent. 
Meanwhile the proportion of Kentucky 
absentees to tho total of Kentucklon- 
bom In the United States had decreased 
only from 24 per cent, to 22 per cent

A Situation To Be Changed. 


That Is a situation that the homo- 
comers should change. If they are so 
bound to the Slates of their adoption 
a# to be unable to resist the temptation 
to come back to Kentucky for good, 
they can constitute themselves 500,000 
individual Immigration agents for Ken¬ 
tucky and bring the density of pop¬ 
ulation of that State certainly up to 
the density of population of Ohio Just 
across the river. 

At present Kentucky haa but 53 .i In¬ 
habitants to each of Its 40,000 squars 
mllea. Ohio has 103 inhabitants 
to each of It# 40,760 square miles. 
With a density of population equal 
to that of Ohio. Kentucky would 
have more than 4,000.000 Inhabitants, 
and would be fairly equipped to carry 
on the work of It s self develop ment

Yale and the New York University 
l»aw School, and having Jogged along 
a Ume as teacher and newspaper 
r-Dorter, he finally established himself 
14 a little law office away up under the 
roof of the Equitable I4fe Insurance 
Company's building on Broadway. 

He tried real estate, criminal, patent, 
admiralty and collection practice In 
turn and mixed. But all these branches 
of the law were overcrowded. 

This was In 1870—he was admitted In 
—when firms and not corporation 4 
carried on the bulk of the world’s busi¬ 
ness. In looking for some way to get a 
Mg practice, without wasting years at 
the Job. he wrote a pamphlet on cor¬ 
porations. It was a good pamphlet, ful! 
of sound sense and a lucid exposition 
of ^corporation law, even if Its %vriter 
was cnly about twenty-five, ft also 
was so persuasive a document that 
business men who read It were con¬ 
vinced by the hundred that the corpor¬ 


ate way of doing business was much 
preferable to the partnemh p Had the 
little book's circulation been limited to 
sales among the lawyers, however, it 
might ba\e failed of Its real purpose, 
but Its author saw to It that It fell into 
the hands of an astonishing large num¬ 
ber of business men. 

The result was a sort of epidemic of 
incorporation*, hundreds of firms 
changing over. And while, of course. 
Dill did not get the Job of drawing up 
the corporation papers for all the new 
corporations, he did get his full share 
of that business. 

Mr PHI himself organised two or 
three corj>oratlnn tru*t company's co l- 
ccms, whoso offices serve as official 
headquarters for companies doing busi¬ 
ness and with business headquarters In 
all parts of the country. 

The rows of hundreds of little signs 
which decorate the entrances of these 
corporation trust companies In Jersey 
City. Orange and Camden. N. J.. axe 
very Interesting. 

Dill has always been somewhat spec¬ 
tacular While on his first job as a 
reporter for a Jersey 'Cljy newspaper 
he came near being killed when a train 
that was carrying him to the Penn¬ 
sylvania coal regions to report the do¬ 
ings of the Molly Maguires was blown 
up by the!* agents Instead of being 
feezed by the Incident, he eat down 
and wrote an account of It. and though 
badly bruised himself, paying no atten¬ 
tion whatever to the threats of vio¬ 
lence made by some of those responsi¬ 
ble for the wreck. 

For years he haa had the confidence 
of Andrew Carnegie, and once w-.ui 
paid 15.000 by him for a verbal opinion, 
given in a five-minute visit to the steel 
man In Pittsburg. The fee wouldn't 
have been so large, probably, had Dill 
not had to travel all the way from 
New York In a special train, which 
left after 9 p. m.. and be op the return 
Journey all next day In order to fill 
an engagement In the evening. 

Dill’s greatest hobby. long-dlstanoe 
automoblllng through little-known New 
England regions, has been widely ex¬ 
ploited. In New Jersey—he has lived 
for twenty years In Rost Orange—he Is 
known os a scorcher. He was once 
arrested for rast driving In Montclair 
and fined After the trial he asked the 
Chief of Police to take a spin with him, 
and drove down the main street of the 
town at a forty-mile clip with the Ch'of 
In the car. The Chief promptly arr st- 
el Dill Again, and he was a rain fined. 
He threatened to appeal, but didn't. 
Neither since then has he ever drl.en 
beyond the legal speed limit In Mont¬ 
clair.

A number of local German churches 
:au call St. Paul s Evangelical church 
their mother church. SL Luke's Is not 
s direct branch of It, but most of h# 
>rtginal members at one time belonged 
aj St. Paul’s. The Rev. J. Dauberl. pas¬ 
tor of St. Paul’s, put forth many noblo 
?fforta to unite the Germans of tho 
:!ty Into congregations. His rtrst nt- 
:empia proved futile. Conditions wero 
unsettled among the German people, 
who had left their fatherland but a 
ihort time before. Most of them were 
poor and work was not so plentiful. 

In the course of a few* years employ¬ 
ment became permanent and as circuin- 
stances changed to favor progress. It 
44so became easier to establish congre¬ 
gations. The Rev. Mt. Kraeck was sent 
Into this promising field by the Kiv. 
Mr. Daubert*and hold gatherings In a 
tchoolhouse on Grayson street, near 
Tenth, but could not effect an organi¬ 
sation. The Rev. Mr. Schenk entered 
the same territory and soon organized 
i congregation, calling It St. Peter's, 
tdfterenoes Arose, and the Rev. Mr. 
Schenk seceded from 8 t. Peter’s, estab¬ 
lishing Kt. Mark’s church, of which 
Luke s Is a continuation. The Rev.

I 
thought it was incipieut — corrup¬ 
tion!” with an expressive grimace. 
“I’m relieved to cuow it is nothing 
worse than a vegetable ‘embalmer/ 
But it is there, all the same, and 
accounts for much. For example, 
for tho cream keeping—not sweet, 
perhaps, but without souring or 
thickening whon the mercury 
touches the nineties.* 

“But,” demurred Mrs. White—“I 
don't like to mix your autiseptio 
drug with really pure milk, such 
a# goes into my cus.arda!” 

“Drop into the milk a bit of bak¬ 
ing soda, no larger than • greeu 
pea ” advised Mrs. Sterling. “Even 
cream twenty‘four hour* old may 
be boiled without dotting if this 
simple precaution be taker and Uie 
cream be brought slowly to 0 gen¬ 
tle simmer. 1 never omit the bit 
or pinch of aoda when milk ifi to be 
cooked for any purpose. It arrests 
decomposition by ne-Iralixing the 
acid generating In the milk. Old- 
fashioned people used to say. when 
this was faintly perceptible to the 


taste, that the milk, or bread, or 
meat was ‘just on tho turn. 1 There 
is nothing better or more harmless 
than soda for averting this evil 
*turn.* Like the lire end water, kero¬ 
sene and gosohnu — and 1 might 
add mustard, cayenne and salt to 
the list—our bicarbonate of soda is 
a gooa and faithful servant, but a 
cruel master. The cook who has ‘a 
heavy hand with soda 1 is not to bo 
trusted to use it at all. I have 
saved a ‘touched' iteuk, by a timely 
bath of soda and water. After leav¬ 
ing the suspected meat in it for an 
hour, 1 wiped it dry, washed it with 
lemon juice and proceeded to 
braise it with minced vegetables. 
We were in the country; the butch¬ 
er bad not come that day, and Mr. 
Bterliug had I—bringing with hitn a 
coupl. - ' of city men to dinner. Not 
another morsel of meat was to be 
had for love or money. My cook 
was sick in bed, and the waitress, a 
model in her own sphere, knew 
nothing of cooking, and *luid never 
cared to learn.’ I had to cook tho 
dinner. Whatever else was to be 
omitted from the bill of faro, 1 de¬ 
termined there should be no apolo¬ 
gies. I hud soup-s: >ck. fresh veg¬ 
etables. cake, berries and real 
cream, succulent lettuce for salad, 
and clear, hot. black coffee. The 
pieco de resistance was the ffiigh’ 
steak. It figured as 'braised beci 


a la jardiniere,' and was enjoyed by 
all. \\ hen i took my husband u.:o 
my confidence after the guests had 
gone he assured me that it was ‘sav¬ 
ory, tender and deljciou*,with never 
a suspicion of taint.' ” 

“Even your bicarbonate caunot 
redeem strong butter,” said Mra. 
Black, mournfully. 

“lhat depends upon the degree 
of ‘strength/ I havo washed butter 
that had entered upon the earlier 
stage of ruin in pure, cold water, 
working it with a wooden paddle, 
and not touching it with my hands. 
Then 1 kneaded it with the same 
spatula until not a drop of butter¬ 
milk was left in it. Finally, I bur¬ 
ied iu the heart of tho lump 0 piece 
of charcoal wrapped in clean old 
linen. In twenty-fo%r hours the 
work of redemption \*ss complete. 
Another and a less hopeful case 
was treated to weak soda and wa¬ 
ter. The rinsing was doue in clear 
iced water. The butter was left in 
this for an hour.” 

“An old housekeeper onco told 
mo that cooking butter which was 
slightly rancid could bo made lol- 
erablo by heating it slowly in a per¬ 
fectly clean frying pan, adding, 
when it began to Hiss, some pieces 
of raw potato, and cooking the two 
together for a few minutes, not al¬ 
lowing tho butler to color. Then it 
was 6traineJ and put sway for 
shortening, etc.”

“I have corrected many a batch 
of sour dough by kneading into it 0 
bit of salcratua dissolved in boiling 
water,” ventured Mrs. Black, xho 
is not always ready to refer to ths 
long ago in which sho “did all her 
own work.” 

Mrs. Sterling nodded encourag¬ 
ingly. 

“Thank you! I was about to say 
the same of my early house wifely 
experiments. Coming down tho hill

Who goes out to business. Whether 
she- b© old or young. It becomes neces¬ 
sary for her to dress becomingly, suit¬ 
ably and Inexpensively. She has no 


time to sew and furbish up things for 
herself—save such time as she may 
steal from needed hours of rest and re¬ 
laxation. 

In the case of an elderly woman the 
matter Is simplified. She may dress In¬ 
conspicuously In black and seldom get 
a new gown and little notice will be 




S ASHES are so fashionable that 
ribbon manufacturers say that 
*"» n all their looms will be 
pressed Into service to make 
sash'.-*. The summer girl Is endeavor¬ 
ing *o get all the pretty sashes she can, 
for well she knows that they will be 
Just us smart next summer as this. 

Every girl tries to tie her sash In 
some now manner, and an Infinite va¬ 
riety of arrangements have been 
evolved to lend additional attraction to 
t:.nj sash and Its wearer. 

One of the smart iv&ys In which to 
w. ar a sash is to draw the wide rlb- 
b :i in soft folds over a boned belt lln- 
i ,i the back twist the ribbon 
loose!-.- on each side the fastenings. 
Phv tv. ist> are brought together by the 
fastenings, and the effect Is very at¬ 
tractive. The ends may be long and 
Straight or supplemented by loose or 
Shorter ends. 

Short sashes are not In vogue. The 
ribbon either forms & wide girdle at 
the waist line or a softer one Ju»t 
tinder the bottom of the Empire or 
Princess blouse at the top of the corse¬ 
let skirt, or else It bangs In real long 
suah ends that ore the delight of every 
young girt 

One fetching arrangement of sash 
•nds is to fix the top loops into fan 
•hepes, open a bit down tho middle 
erver the corsage in front. Ribbon Is 
laced across this opening and long sash 
ends hang down the front of the skirt. 
The same arrangement of rlbt>on In 
front may terminate In a sash belt 
With ends In the back. 

Another smart method of wearing a 
gash Is to knot the ribbon In a loose 


knot above double loops and ends, or 
Just single ends, and wear the knot 
either on one side or at the back, ac¬ 
cording to the style of gown. 

The regulation loop bow of the old- 
fashioned sash hna the bow hanging 
over the sash ends Instead of sticking 
out on each side. Some girls knot the 
sash in the middle or near the bottom 
while others trim them with Inserted 
-52*!* °, f 4 oe or * llk embroidery, and 
add frills of lace or chiffon ot the ends 
and across the lower portions. 

Vieuxtemps, or tapestry shades, are 
particularly smart in sash ribbons and 

1 . ?* e J atroc1i:ce manner of quaint 
baskets of flowers, largo 
single roses and foliage and bunches 
ajid sprays of flowers in rare old tints 
upon a softly tinted or white ground. 
S*ome large flower designs in blurred 
effects are set upon a dull background 
In splashes of contrasting color upon 
another ground shade. 

Brocches. brocades, double-faced 
whrp prints and shot failletine sash rib¬ 
bon* are among those which show the 
most exquisite of the flower and pom¬ 
padour designs. Rich tinsel effects are 
shown In many flowered ribbons as 
well os In plain ones. 

Many sash ribbons have borders of 
satin or fancy stripe* and checks, and 
others have a broche center xi’lth wldo 
moire borders. 

Roman stripes and Persian ribbons, 
both alone and mingled with other de¬ 
signs, arc among the summer sashes, 
while plain satin* and taffetas appear 
in every possible tint and In softer 
weave than ever before. 

While sash ends may be fetchingly 
trimmed, care should be taken to trim 
only such sashes as accompany dressy 
gowns. Simple gowns demand simple 
gashes. 

Some of the sweetest effects Imagin¬ 
able are obtained by twisting the sash 
ribbon Jnto designs on each side of 
some dr^s^y bodice and bringing the 
ends down on each side the front to 
hang loose to the bottom of the skirt. 


paid to her If her gown la well made 
and neat. The young woman, however, 
must dress well or she will be talked 
about disparagingly by other girls and, 
perhaps, by young men whom she seeks 
to please by her dress. She wants to 
enjoy the pleasures of social life and 
she likes to look w*ell and feels unhappy 
If she cannot do so. She hasn't time 
to search from shop to shop for those 
things which her limited income may 
buy, yet she must have them. 

One of the most sensible dresses that 
a business woman can get In summer 
is & dork hlpo lawn or muslin of some 
kind. They appear with various sixes 
of dots and figures and vary In price 
from five cents to twelve cents a yard. 
They are cool. Inconspicuous, do not 
get soiled and are Invariably neat and 
becoming. A girl who paid seventy 
cents for such a dress was admired 
wherever she went Men and women 
thought her gown must have cost a 
good deal because It was so dainty and 
becoming. She trimmed the yoke with 
a little narrow lace inserting, sewed 
rows* of It around the bottom of her 
sleeve, alternating with groups of small 
tucks, and trimmed the bottom of her 
skirt with more rows of Inserting, put 
on In a wavy pattern above two narrow 
frills the material, one of which 
edged me dress. 

The lace was bought in a bunch, the 
bunches selling from twenty-five to 
thirty-five cents each, and just enough 
was used to lighten the dress without 
making It appear conspicuous. A little 
lace nround the top of the collar, and 
a white and dark blue hat, completed a 
costume which was always smart look¬ 
ing, because well made and becoming. 

Dark blue lawn, selected with discre¬ 
tion. always looks much more expensive 
than it really Is. This makes a good 
business suit for hot days, and the 
w*aist may be made a mere framework 
worn over a thin white shirtwaist. If 
one wants to look more ’'dressed up." 

For cooler days and bad weather the 
business woman will And a suit of brlll- 
lantine, sicillienne. mohair, or alpaca- 
all about the same thing under different 
names—extfemely useful. Alpaca usual¬ 
ly has a smoother surface, and it sheds 
dust and water with cqunl impartiali¬ 


ty. It Is a cheap, yet nice looking 
fabric, and mokes up Into charming 
platted skirts as well as the gored 
skirts with seams stitched on the out- 
sjde a little way in from the edges. 
Circular skirts should be avoided by 
the business women. They always sag 
and require the constant attention of a 
dressmaker to keep them even around 
the bottom. 

Alpaca and Its kindred fabrics do not 
make up well into all sorts of blouses. 
The smart, cool summer wTtist should 
be Just a low bottom of a waist, reach¬ 
ing as far as the bust and cut In an ir¬ 
regular shape at the top In the way 
most becoming to the wearer. It should 
be trimmed around the top In the way 
mest becoming to the wearer. It 
should be trimmed around the top and 
h*ve side pieces, like wide and daintily 
shaped suspenders, trimmed to match 
the top of the dress, and with bits of 
trimmed pieces for sleeves hanging 
from the shoulder. This, attached to a 
trimmed belt, makes a cool and dainty 
waist to wear over a white shirt waist. 
With this dress should be a coat reach¬ 
ing to the waist and with coat sleeves 
reaching to the wrist. Both coat and 
bodice may be trimmed with stitched 
bias folds of the material and buttons 
to match it in color. The coat should 
button high up the front. Such coats 
can be smartly made and serve ad¬ 
mirably In w*et weather as a protection 
against ruin, as well as being Just the 
thing for cool summer days. 

If the cost of laundering shirt waists 
is a consideration, a bodice of the dress 
material mny be made partly fitting, 
with short sleeves and a square or 
round neck. It might be finished off 
with piped panels of the material In 
front, and trimmed with buttons there 
and on the sleeves. This would require 
only a bit of lace In the neck and baro 
arms or lore sleevelets. These may be 
wiished at home and patted out with 
the hands if one does not care to Iron 
them. A dress like this will be serv¬ 
iceable from early spring till late in the 
autumn, and would do ror a winter 
house dress its well. 

Black is the best color for such a 
gown, since It may then be worn with 
various coats and waists, but next to 
black, dark blues, greens, grays and 
browns are pretty In these materials. 
Gray is not as good as the other colors 
named. 

A belt of leather, or of the dress ma¬ 
terial or of silk may he worn with a 
single-frame buckle <>r hrfuM or silver. 
Thesv two costumes would serve a girl 
through all the w*artn months of the 
year for business, but she will need a 


dress to wear to the theater and to at¬ 
tend dances and dinners in, since re¬ 
creation Is an absolute necessity to tho 
wrrwnan who works. 

Foulard makes a most admirable the¬ 
ater and golng-out gown. It is more 
dressy than pongee; never crushes; is 
suitable for many occasions and wear* 
admirably. It can be worn summer 
and winter, and happens. Just now. to 
be In high favor. Very pretty satin 
foulards can be had for fifty cents a 
yard and there are cheaper varieties. 
The material is wide arid stands clean¬ 
ing and even washing. 

Have the skirt made simply, so that 
change of style will not affect Its smart 
appearance, and have the bodice made 
quite prettily, with lace in the neck and 
cuffs and perhaps a bit upon the bod¬ 
ice, although that is by no means nec¬ 
essary* It may have the neck and 
sleeve bottoms so constructed that they 
may be taken out. and a simple edging 
of lace upon a short sleeve and slightly 
open neck will make the drc»3 subable 
for an Informal dinner or evenings In 
a hotel a t some resort. 

A foulard gown will cost about $6 
for the material, and there are plenty 
of good dressmakers who sew for %2 
a day and can make up such a gown 
in two days. Some can almost make 
It In one day and leave the finishing 
touches to the business woman to put 
In at night. 

Veilings and nets are popular for 
gowns of this kind, but they are not 
practical. Veiling soils quickly and re¬ 
quires expensive cleaning, and it also 
crushes. Net crushes, tears and never 
wears w*ell. 

For dances several Hinds of gowns 
suggest themselves. Very delicate or¬ 
gandies make up charmingly for sim¬ 
ple evening w'ear, and may be worn 
over slips of the cheapest cambric In¬ 
stead of silk without betraying the dif¬ 
ference. Attractive sashes or silk belts 
can be mude of good silk or «atln, 
dainty slippers and glove* may be 
added, and the whole outfit come to 
a mere trifle. 

Organdies cost from twelve to 
twenty-five cents a yard for very* pret¬ 
ty qualities. This Is a price at which 
more expensive qualities may be pur¬ 
chased if one only tukes the trouble 
to look over bargain suies. Gowns do 
not require as much material this sea¬ 
son as they did last, and such an 
evening gown, w»Ith Its trimmings of 
Valenciennes lace, will cost very Utile. 

The business woman who can afford 
a more elaborate evening gown than 
organdie will find figured lace net of 
good quality very useml; or one of 
the liberty satins, or voile or crepe do 
chine. The latter fabric Is associated 
with afternoon and house gowns, so 
that It Is not easy to make up a really 
smart looking evening gown of crcp° 


de chine. The other materials make 
up w*ell, however, and clean and wear 
well The net must be of good qual¬ 
ity, and either white or cryam color. 
It should d* hunfc up. since net is apt 
to crush In folding, and* great care 
must alw*ay*s be taken of a net gown 
In order to preserve Its freshness. 

Liberty satin can actually be washed 
and ironed at home without showing 
any 111 effects from such treatment, ho 
that It makes a very durable gown 
where one wants something that will 
wear a long time, stand making over 
and. eventually, dyeing. 

Pongees also recommend themselves 
to the business women because they 
may bo made so prettily and also fo 
simply*. They wash and wear well, an.l 
are cool and light. Pongees serve all 
sort* of purposes, according to the color 
of the gown, and for other silk gowns 
and voiles pongee makes up into the 
most useful possible- separate coats. 

The business woman who owns a 
smart afternoon gown of light wool, 
silk or crepe de chlno Is confronted by 
the problem of requiring shoes the color 
of her gown. This Is on extravag»n„*e 
which few can afford. It is possible, 
however, to have spats made of pieces 
of the dress, and these may bo worn 
with black 6r white slippers apd servo 
as dressy-looking footwear. 

As to stockings, lisle-thread hose 
wear well and urc cooler than any 
other sort. Nice qualities of lisle thread 
look about os well as silk, and In sim¬ 
ple colors, worn Inconsplc uously, they 
will do for any* gown. 

Neckwear Is so important a consider¬ 
ation with the business woman that she 
cannot pay' too much attention to It. 
There are many tempting displays of 
neckwear, and the wise woman will se¬ 
lect lace of a washable kind, for rho 
knows that she can always launder 
lace, while embroidery requires more 
attention than she can give to tt. 

A narrow edge of white net. plaited 
or inld in a fold at the tops of stock*, 
will keep them clean for some time, 
since the net may be replnccd. and laco 
edges are saved In this manner. It Is 
quite smart to wear narrow fold* of net 
or chiffon above the edges of stocks. 

Narrow tabs and butterfly ends, as 
well os shaped tabs of laco, are all 
smart methods of finishing off loco 
stocks. It will bo found necessary, 
also, to sew little upright tames in 
them In order to keep them neat 

Stocks made of two kinds of lace nre 
smart, and hits of left-over h»«^e may be 
utilized In this manner. 

If a dainty piece* of neckwear Is 
needed a boa may be mude of knotted 
loops of ribbon sewed all over a wide 
strip of lined satin Just long enough to 
pass around the neck.

olive green on a pure white ground. For 
the summer dining-room they arc pre¬ 
cisely what is needed to Impart the de¬ 
sired air of combined coolness and 
comfort which Is so often lacking. 

These goods, which are warranted 
fast color and w ill stand almost any 
amount of ordinary wear and tear, aro 
to be obtained at a price which prac¬ 
tically places them w’lthln -the reach 
of alt A table cover two and a half 
yards square costs about $2.50, while 
a tea table cover which Is somewhat 
smaller and is stamped In an appro¬ 
priate JapimcM pattern In red and blue 
costs rather less. Lounge covers come 
at $3 75 and pillow caees of Average 
size at forty-eight cents. 

Full length window hangings to 
match these being equally suitable for 
portieres, moy be purchased at $3.75 a 
pair. As all these articles will, with 
ordinary care and proper laundering, 
last two or three seasons, they can¬ 
not reasonably be considered In tho 
light of an extravugance. At the prices 
quoted, however, the goods must be 
hemmed or otherwise finished ut home.

June 15 —Some 
dramatic conventions are fixed 
firmly In the minds of the 
theatrical mob as any which 
the most erudite of the scholars hold 
to. Th# Americanised Polish Jew, for 
sji example, has not been absent from 
ons of this season’s melodramas of the 
Bowery brand, so far as I know, and 
no matter where on earth the scene la 
placed, he Is in It with no variation of 
trait or manner from the dull, yet sharp. 
Mlly. yet shrewd. David Warfield type. 
In this week’s "Goldfields of Nevada" 
he Is peddling collar buttons in a min¬ 
ing camp, where there are no collars 
to button. lie figures sa a tenderfoot 
•xactly as he would In Tenderloin bar¬ 
room boxings, and he gets out of stage- 
coach robberies with a share of the 
swag quite as adeptly as though he 
were engaged In the hold-up of an 
Eastern fire Insurance company His 
humor all relates to business thrift, and 
so It makes Jews laugh os heartily as 
Christians. 

Edward H. Sothero la playing Shy- 
lock at the Academy of Music, a spa¬ 
cious theater once the home of grand 
opera, but for many years given over 
mostly to drama cheap In nature and 
price. The ticket schedule Is Jogged up 
for the parquet to a dollar fifty, which 
still cuts In half the Broadway quota¬ 
tion for the Sothern-Marlowe combi¬ 
nation, so that part of the house Is 
filled by Shakespearean bargain seek¬ 
ers. but the gallery admission Is not 
raised, and from that high distance of 
dime-to-a*quarter taste comes down 
more laughter for Sothern’s Shylock 
than. I believe, the character ever ex¬ 
cited before. The boys up there don’t 
fall Into ths error of classing "The 
Merchant of Venice** as a tragedy; 
neither do they accept It as a comedy; 
but they take It for a farce so far as 
Bhylock It concerned. Just as though 
he were the "comic relief' In modem 
melodrama. The elopement of his 
daughter, and her theft of the Jewel 
prised above a "wilderness of monkeys." 
ore viewed with kl-yl hilarity; the af¬ 
fair of the pound of flesh Is a cause of 
yah-yah merriment, and os for the 
trial, with Portia's tricks on Shylock.

The Sirenlc Adventuress 

As solidly established as the comic 
/ew In stage conventionality with the 
rabble la the melodramatic quartet 
composed of the falsely-accused hero, 
the pursued heroine, the gentlemanly 
villain and the sirenlc adventuress 
But this week brings innovation as to 
their relationships In "Goldfields of N>- 
var'a" and "In a Womans Power" I* 
It possible that the wicked woman— 
she of th* red or black, but ever-shlm- 
mrry gowns—she whom the villain ha« 
wronged and sworn lo rr.nrry if she will 
aid his nefarious scheme—she whom 
audiences have learned to hiss f >r her 
deviltry until the third act, sod then 
applaud for going over to the cause of 
virtue—Is It possible. I wonder. If his 
supposedly unalterable character Is g >- 
Inn to modify herself? 

The one In "In a Woman’s power** 
was an enigma to the audience which 
I watched. .She was tall, dark and d*- 
Clnrnntory; she wore gmvns with i©d 
and black so spangled that she shone 
under the calcium like a diamond mine 
In Darkest Africa; and she was In 
cahoots with the usual polished villain; 
but the people waited In vain for her 
to demand marriage or Mm, and send 
him to prison because he refused to 


take her to the altar. She stayed bad 
to the end of the play I looked In 
the bill for the name of the Iconoclastic 
author. He had not dared to print It. 

Then again. In "Goldfields of Neva¬ 
da." a more conspicuous new play, the 
wicked woman Is a variant from the 
standard. She provides one-quarter of 
a complication which I ask you to com¬ 
prehend for Its bold novelty. The hero 
and the heroine love each other. The 
villain and the udventures* used to be 
lovers, but now he loves the heroine 
There Is nothing odd in that But 
there Is startling singularity In the fact 
that his pal and mistress no longer 
loves him, either faithfully or venge- 
fully. but sets her heart on becoming 
ths wife of the hero. 

First along the play runs on the 
usual tracks. The villain and the ad¬ 
venturess get * together In a plot to 
steal the half million which the hero 
has made In a mine; for that will, be¬ 
sides enriching the thieves, break off 
the match between the good pair. But 
the new Idea soon develops. The vil¬ 
lain wants to kill the hero, but the ad¬ 
venturess Insists on keeping him alive 
fbr matrimonial purposes. The adven¬ 
turess would slay the heroine, but the 
villain, desiring her for a wife, stip¬ 
ulates that she shall not be murdered. 
80 , whenever the villain gets the drop 
on the hero. In pops the adventuress 
with her finger on the trigger to save 
the man of her unrequited passion. 
Whenever the adventuress draws a 
knife on the heroine, tn dashes the vil¬ 
lain wjth a drawn blade to rescue the 
girl of his unreciprocated worship. 
This mutual alliance of offense and de¬ 
fense puxxles the audience. It also 
drives the adventuress to take off th^ 
naughty bodice and wayward skirts of 
a siren, .ind put on the mask, coat and 
trousers of a Western desperado; for 
the hero Is to be plundered In a train 
rohbery by the villain’s gang, and ahe 
must be 00 the spot to see to It chat 
his life Isn’t taken along with hla for¬ 
tune. 

Besides those crlss-crossei of pur¬ 
pose with knives and pistols, there is 
an Indian to demand an additional par¬ 
agraph for "Gold fialda of Nevada" He 
Is one of those solemnly talking chiefs 
upon whose troll follows tom-tom mu¬ 
sic by the orchestra and who accounts 
for hla presence In Impossible places 
by throwing his blanket off hla chest 
and saying "Ugh!" This noble red 
man loves the good white madden and 
often remarks "Ugh!’* concerning it. In 
some way the audience comprehends 
that the savage, haring made up hla 
mind that he can't puli off a match 
with her himself, la determined that 
the hero, not the villain, shall ac¬ 
quire her. Therefore the Indian stands 
guard over her, stoically and attitud- 
Inaliy, as he would over a cigar store 
If he were a wooden brave. 

Did 1 aay that he was a silent sav¬ 
age? Well, not aa lo ths villain and 
the adventuress He la free in his com¬ 
ments on them—free and profane—very 
profane. Thus the author. Henry Bet- 
mar. Introduces s new character—a 
swearing Indian. But I doubt if Mr. 
Belmar expected the fellow to become 
the comic person of the play From th* 
time that the Indian says of the vllln.n. 
grim and slow. -Heap go Idam skunk, 
and of the ndventuri s*, wl li gruff 
solemnliy. "Much godanilBh:y snake,** 
he Is the funny man of the outfit, it u 
futUe In the comic Jew and an Inevi¬ 
table Ml Is.* that they strive to hold 
their accustomed places.

The other new play. "Th© Postmas¬ 
ter© Daughter." was presented to a 
good-grade audttnce. th# ajthor, Neill 


Twomey. having brought hundreds of 
fashionable families to the theater. Tho 
postmaster’s country store was the 
©am© old lounging place for bumpkin*, 
but the daughter rods into It on horse¬ 
back. with a mailbag across the pom¬ 
mel, and she proceeded to bewitch a 
young millionaire from the city in o 
way that, owing to the clear, homely 
and cogent writing of the part, or to a 
contralto-voiced I^iura Jacoby Deane’© 
playing of It, enlisted the sympathy of 
everyone. But w*hen Mr. Twomey. as 
her author and her lover, took her a 
bride to hla New York home, ©he b ok* 
up the comedy Into burlesque pieces 
that couldn’t be put together again. 
She hadn't been a country hoyden, but 
an unusually bright, loveable girl, and 
©o when she not only behaved like a 
fool at a dinner party, but insisted 
upon making a gueat of a gawky lout, 
all esteem of her was lost In a farcical 
scene of table gaucheries She started 
well, but didn’t get anywhere. 

Three audience© have helped actors 
to amuse me within tho week. We*t 
Point cadets catne down 500 strong and 
In full uniform to see "The Whirl of 
the Town.” The principal actress was 
Adele Ritchie. She and Blanche Rlrie, 
leader In the rival summer ©how. "IlTa 
Honor the Mayor," are ns different as 
two Tenderloin pet© possibly could be. 
Blanche get© warmly close to her au¬ 
dience (in a way that I shall presently 
tell you), but Adele keeps coolly away

My fellow-cltlsens, 1 am honored oy 
the Invitation to spetik on this "the 
Greater Kentucky Day*’—of the most U 
lustrious of till the sons of this old Com. 
monwealth. Uf one, a Kentuckian by 
birth, by adoption an Illinoisan, and at 
all times—In it* grandest conception—an 
American. 

And yet. when I would speak of Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln. 1 am reminded of the em¬ 
barrassment of the French orator, Bous- 
set. when ho pronounced his inntchlee* 
eulogy upon the Prtnco of Conde. Said 
he: "When I open my lins to celebrate 
the Immortal glory of the Prince of Conde 
1 find myself equally overwhelmed br the 
greatness of the theme and the ncedleas- 
n**s« of the «u*k. What part of the habit¬ 
able globe has not heard of the wuudens 
of his lift? Everywhere they are re¬ 
hearsed. His own countrymen In extoll¬ 
ing them can give no Information even 
to the strange*." Of Lincoln, no word* 
can bo uttered, nor withheld, that could 
add to or detract from his tmperlshubie 
fame. His nuine is the common heritage 
of all people ami all time 
He was born the same year that wit¬ 
nessed the retirement of Jefferson and 
tho inauguration of Madison as Presi¬ 
dent. H<* came from the common walks 
of life—from what In other countries 
would 1»« railed the great middle class. 
H!s early home wut one of the humblest, 
where he was a stranger to the luxuries, 
und to many of the ordinary comforts of 
life. Hla opportunities for education were 
only such as were common In the remote 
habitations of our WVstem country, near 
one century ago. In the words of my 
neighbor and friend, PhlUtpm on© of the 
moat eloquent of his eulogists: "Ho livid 
with nature and learned of her. He 
tolled, but his toll waa never hopeless and 
degrading His f«*et were Upon the earth, 
but the stars shining In perennial beauty 
wer© ever above him to Inspire contem¬ 
plation. He heard th© *>ng of the thrush, 
and the carol of the lark. He watched 
th© sun In Us course. He know th© dim 
paths of th© forest, and his «*uil was 
awed by the power of the storm.*' 

Under such conditions tegan a career 
that In grandeur and achievement has 
but a single oonnurpart In our history. 
And what a splendid commentary tills 
upon our free institutions—upon tho sub¬ 
lime underlying principle of popular gov¬ 
ernment How Inspiring to th© youth of 
uobl© alms every Incident of a pathway 
tlwt led from the frontier cabin to tho 
chief executive mansion, from the hum¬ 
blest station to th* most exalted yet at- 
taltxd by man. 

In no other country than ours coukl 
such attainment have b*»©n p**sslhle for 
th© boy whoaf hands were Inured to toll, 
whose brood w.is eaten under the hard 
condition* that poverty Imposes; whos© 
only heritage w'as brain, integrity, lofty 
ambition, ind indomitable purpose. Let 
it never he forgotten, that the man of 
whom 1 speak po**©siH.d an Integrity tbut 
could know no temptation, a purity of 
llf«* that wn» never questkmnd. a patri¬ 
otism that no sectional lines could limit, 
and a flx-dne** of purpose In great achie¬ 
vement that knew no Shadow of turning. 

Tho decade extending from our first 
treaty of peace with Greeu Britain to 
th© inauguration of Washington has been 
truly denominated th© critical period of 
our history. Th© eloquence of Adams and 
of Henry hud precipitated revolution. The 
unfaltering courage of Washington and 
hi* o*ommd©* had secured Independence, 
but the more difficult task of garnering 
up th© fruits of victory by stable govern¬ 
ment was yet to be achieved. The hour 
for th© constructive statesman had ar¬ 
rived. and James ,Vl*4ll»<»n and his asso- 
clatos—equal to th© groat emorgency— 
formulated the Federal Constitution. 

No less critical was the period that 
bounded the active life of th© man whole 
memory w*e honor to-day. On© perilous 
question to national unity for near three- 
quarters of a century, the subject of re¬ 
peated compromise by patriotic states¬ 
men: the apple of discord producing sec- 
ttonnl antagonism, whose shadow had 
darkened our national pathway from the 
1*. ginning - wn* now. for weal or wo*, to 
find determination. Angry debate lit the 
Senate and the forum was now hush¬ 
ed. and th© supreme question that ti*>k 
hold of national Uf»* w.tx to find endur¬ 
ing arbitrament in th© dread tribunal of 
last resort 

it was w* ll that in such an hour—with 
such tremendous Issues In tit© b.ilunc* — 
that u steady hand was at th© helm; that 
a conservative statesman—one whose mis-

Lincoln. When Washington died, his 
work was done, his life well rounded out 

<Ltv« one, the years allotted had boot} 
passed.

The assas¬ 
sin’s nlstol proved the veritable Fandom’s 
box from which sprung evils untold— 
whoa© consequence* have never been 
measured—to <»ne-thlril of the £tatc» of 
our Union. But for his untimely death 
how the current of history' of this, our 
Bouthlnnd. would have been changed—nnd 
many a sad chapter remained unwritten- 
is no mere matter of speculation. How 
earnestly he desired a restored Union, 
nnd that the bleaslngs of peace and of 
concord should h© the common heritage of 
every section Is known to all. 

When In the loom of time have such 
words been heard above the din of fierce 
conflict ns his sublime utterances, hut i» 
brief time before his tragic death: "With 
malic© toward none, with charity for all 
with firmness In the right as Ood give* us 
to see tho right, let us strive on to finish 
the work wo arc in. to bind up the na¬ 
tions wounds, to car© for him who shall 
hav© born the battle and for his widow 
and his orphan, to do all which muy 
achieve and cherish a Just and lasting 
peace among ourselves and with all na¬ 
tions." 

My fcliow-rltlxens, the men who knew 
Abraham Lincoln, who saw him far© to 
face, have, with few exceptions, passed 
to th** grave. Another generation 1* upon 
th© busy stage Th© book has forever 
closed upon the dread pageant of civil 
strife Sectional animosities, thank God. 
belong now only to th** past. The mantle 
of pence Is over our entire land and pros¬ 
perity within our borders. 

"The wur drum throb* no longer, and 
th© battle flag* are furled. 

In the tmrlliiment of man. the federation 
of the world." 

Through th© instrumentality—In no 
*mat! measure—of the man horn upon 
your soil, the Government established by 
our fathers, "untouched by th© finger of 
time.*’ ha* descended to us. The respon¬ 
sibility of Its preservation and transmis¬ 
sion rests upon the successive generations 
as they com© and go. To-day. at this 
a iuidIcIou* hour—eacrcd to th© memory 
ou Lincoln—let us. his countrymen. In¬ 
spired by the sublime lessons or his won¬ 
drous life and grateful to God for all He 
has vouchsafed to our fathers and to 
us In the past, take courage and turn our 
faces resolutely, hopefully, trustingly to 
the future. 

I know of no words more fitting with 
which to close this humblo tribute to ihe 
m©im»r> of Lincoln than those Inscribed 
upon the monument of Motlere: "Noth¬ 
ing was wanting to his glory; he wus 
wonting to ours.

Too 
much stress, however, has been laid upon 
tho poverty nnd privations of both of 
them.

Blalystok. via Warsaw. June 16.—In 
order to revenge the victims of the 
massacre Jewish revolutionists hidden 
on the roofs of the houses, behind 
fence* or draperies of window*, have 
fired the whole day long with revolvers 
and rifles at the Government buildings 
and workmen and peasants passing In 
the streets, and one band ambushed 
In a factory fired on the station and 
approaching trains. 

The exact number of victims ts un¬ 
known, but it is estimated that a hun¬ 
dred persons have been killed. Two 
hundred persons are lying wounded in 
two hospitals of the city. 

Martial law has been proclaimed and 
troops are arriving constantly. 


CZAR SAID TO HAVE 

RADICAL PROGRAMME. 


Reported To Be Preparing To Tempt 
Fate By Adjourning Par¬ 
liament. 


St. Petersburg. June 16—The Asso¬ 
ciated Press is reliably Informed that 
Emperor Nicholas has definitely de¬ 
cided to declare a recess of Parlia¬ 
ment June 26. and that his majesty 
and the royal family will Immediately 
thereafter leave on a cruise of the 
Finnish fiords on board the Imperial 
yacht Standard, which Is being fitted 
out for that purpose. Such a decision 
seems to tempt fate, for If it ts ex¬ 
ecuted It will be almost certain to be 
the signal for an immediate and bloody 
struggle. 

The group of toll as an outcome 
of Its open declaration against a recess 
passed a resolution declaim* that 
neither now nor in the near future 
can Parliament be repressed; that at 
no time will the members leave their 
posts, and that so long as the ar¬ 
bitrariness and outrages of the Gov¬ 
ernment continue, and the suffering* 
of the peasantry and workmen reign. 
Parliament must continue to work un¬ 
til It has achieved "a land of freedom" 
or exhausted all means to this end. 

The Conservative-Liberal newspaper, 
St ran a, prints a story to the effect 
that Emperor William ha* promised 
his support to Emperor Nicholas if 
the Russian ruler adopts a firm policy, 
but this report la clearly traceable to 
sources hostile to Germany, and which 
throughout the crisis have tried to 
make it Appear that William Is the evil 
genius of Nicholas.

Senator Lindsay Sees Bright 
Future For Kentucky. 


Splendid Capitol Means Gen¬ 
eral Impetus To State. 


Eloquent Address Delivered 
By Honored Representative. 


Son of Old Virginia, But True 
Kentuckian At Heart 


MOB VIOLENCE CONDEMNED. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Juno 16.—[Special.]— 
Former United States Senator from 
Kentucky. William Lindsuy. who, al¬ 
though not a native-born Kentuckian, 
haa become a ion by adoption, dell\- 
ered a splendid address at the laying 
of the corner atone of the new capital 
to-day. He reviewed the history of 
the State and painted a brilliant fu¬ 
ture for the grand old Commonwealth. 
His speech was as follows. 

X cannot express In words my grati¬ 
fication at meeting the audience i * c 
bt fort me. nor the pleasure I feel In hav¬ 
ing tala opportunity to join with Ken¬ 
tuckians lu the celebration of the hi 
^resting event for which this day has 
been set apart. 

It was mn my fortune to be a native-born 
Kentuckian, but in the coming month of 
November. It will be two years more than 
half a century since 1 gave up my homo 
In Virginia and became a eltlsen Of tho 
Commonwealth. In that lohg lapse of 
time I have given no vote that was not 
recorded on a Kentucky poll book, and 
have hold In the main oo public position 
of trust, honor of responsibility. the au¬ 
thority for which did not emanate rroin 
tho people of the first American State 
organised west of the Alleghanlea. 

My affectionate regard for Kentucky 
and her people, my attachment to the 
neighbors and friends 1 meet to-dsy. and 
iny veneration for this historic i spiral 
cltr. Its history and ns tradition*, ac¬ 
count for the long and toilsome Journey 
taken for the sole purport of contribut¬ 
ing In some slight degree to the inter**! 
of this patriotic demandnthm, by giving 
expression to sviitancnn. which 1 toui>© 
and believe will commend themselves to 
the liberty-loving, self-respecting uud In¬ 
dependent people for whom and to whom 
I this day hare the honor to sp^ak 

The erection of the edifice or temple 
In which those representing the power, 
dignity and honor of a free American 
Commonwealth are to exercise their func¬ 
tions, marks as It ought to mark, an 
epoch In the history of such a State

Kentuckian Opened Northwest. 

It U a gratifying reflection that tho 

man under whose leadership the grout 
Northwest was won and held till the 
treaty of peace was negotiated with ihs 
parent country, was u representative Ken¬ 
tuckian and that llie greater port of the 
men who followed him to victory either 
then were or afterward became members 
of the Kentucky community. 

It Is also gratifying to be able to say 
that In ail the wurs In which our oauntry 
has be*n compelled to engage, since our 
Commonwealth has existed, our people 
hare In no Instance failed to perform tho 
full measure of their duties and obliga¬ 
tions. 

The first two years of the last war with 
Orest Britain wen* characterised by a 
series of American disasters. Our armies 
accomplished nothing In the East and 
seeti.*d unable to cope successfully wlih 
th«* British and their Indian allies In 
Michigan ami in Northern Ohio. In the 
summer of 1S13 the American Command¬ 
er.

In tne **ompact with Vir¬ 
ginia, through which I he consent of that 
State to the organisation of Kentucky as 
a Commonweal tn was secured, it was pro¬ 
vided that the proposed State should “take 
upon Itself a Just proportion of the debt 
of the United States and the payment of 
all the certificates granted on account of 
the several expeditions carried on from 
the Kentucky district since the 1st dny of 
January. 17W." in these expeditions 
against the Indians the Kentucky district 
was not fighting Its own battles merely. 
It was also defending and protecting the 
people living north of the Ohio In the 
territory won by Kentucky prowess and 
afterward ceded to the Government of the 
United State* Nevertheless, she kept her 
contract, she provided for the payment of 
these certificates, and since that dny no 
pecuniary obligation of hers for whatever 
purpose It may have been incurred has 
been dishonored, and T feel I venture 
nothing in predicting that none will be so 
long as Kentucky remains a State.

poverty of the cltlsen. no matter how uni¬ 
versally that poverty may prevail. In our 
favored Commonwealth reasonabls pros¬ 
perity and substantial comfort constitute 
the rule. 

Recent development* in the financial 
world have directed attention to the meth¬ 
ods of organised wealth and confidence 
In institutions oner© supposed to he free 
from guile, and In the personal Integrity 
of th-> managers of such Institutions, has 
been sadly shaken Contemplating this 
fact, we cannot avoid the inquiry whether 
those who administer the affairs of the 
public are entitled to unshaken faith and 
confidence and whether Mr Jefferson 
spoke advisedly when he said that: 

“In every government on earth Is some 1 
truce of human weakness, some germ of 
corruption and degeneracy, which cunning 
will dlscoVar and wmkne»H Insensibly 
open, cultivate and Improve Every gov¬ 
ernment degenerates when trusted to the 
rulers of the people alone. The ixiople 
themselves therefore are Its only safo de- 
posltorlas." 

• • • 

People Have No Rulers. 

The other day. at a meeting held In 
Ixmdon In honor of a dial Ingutshod Amer¬ 
ican. an English nobleman was pleased 
to say thut (tie King of England and the 1 
President uf the UnJted Btate* ore the 
ruler* of all the English-spiking peo- . 
pi* of the world This oherrvatlon pro¬ 
voked no comment or criticism. It may 1 
ta* permissible to Indulge In the fiction . 
that Edward VII. rule* those who by 
courteey and tolerance lie designate* its ) 
his subjects, hut the par*Pi* «>f th* United 
Btates have no rulers. In the Bill of 
Rights announced by the Virgin !.1 House 
of Burge*©e# twenty-two day* before the 
declaration of our Independence, it was 
solemnly declared that ail pjwoc Is vested 
In and derived from the poop!©, and tlwit 
the Mngi-trates ace their tniHt.es and 
servants. Since that announcemmi we 
have had no Magistrate*. Federal or 
State, who could claim to rule It la 
well that occasionally we shall ask our- 


Our Governments. State and Federal, 
are not perfect. No human Institutions 
are They, however, represent the- popu¬ 
lar will, legally expressed, and the av¬ 
erage IntWijgenc** of those who framed 
and organists] them. Thoae who from 
time to time are ret apart to act am our 
truat*©* and agent* must respect that law* 
ajid that average Intelligence, and If Any 
man who happens to hold a poritlon of 
trust sets himself above that law and 
assume* to subordinate that average In¬ 
telligence, or common sense of the people, 
to his own personal predilection*, his con¬ 
duct should excite alarm, rather than 
receive th«* Indorsement and approvaJ of 
those whose will he disregard* and whose 
Intelligence be treats with scorn and 
contempt. 

When the Administration of the law Is 
certain t© work no wrong, when It al¬ 
ways protects the Innocent and the w-na 
when It always curbs the greed of the 
wicked and restrains the grasping hand 
of the strong, then we shall have reach¬ 
ed the point at which w« nmy rejoice at 
the certainty of the law. and thunk 
Heaven that the law's delays no longer 
prevail. But while the dlacovery of truth 
shall continue to be the controlling pur¬ 
pose of tegal inquiry, while the punish¬ 
ment uf the criminal and ths vindication 
of the Innocent shall remain the two 
great objects t*> be accomplished, pa¬ 
tient Investigation nfierwarda. if at fill. 
Mob law is more dangerous to th© pesce 
and safety of the community than 
occasional Instances of unpunished crime. 
• • • 

Decries Mob Law. 

H© wHi* utk©a ths inw Into hi* own 
hands thereby converts himself into a 
criminal. The mob Is not ntwavs com¬ 
posed of thoae who have the h:gV»t re¬ 
spect for established Institution*, ur are 
tn*- beet friends to peace and good oro* r. 
Mobs occur In Kentucky, but rarely, and 
are always condemned by the better m«*m- 
txrs of society. \V© may say the mm© 
thing of what w* dominate “feuds." 
Their prevalence In the past ha# bet-n 
the subject of profound regret to every 
Kentuckian who is proud of the g-x>d 
name of hit State, and laments occur- 
rcpces'thai tend to discredit It. The d!s 
closures recently made, and the dady rev¬ 
elations of the past week. In one of 
unfortunate communities cannot tut 
awaken the people in every section of 
the State to the reproach they an* com¬ 
pelled to bear, because a few m«*n have 
assumed to become the avengers of their 
supposed wrongs, aqd have gratified ih« ir 
feelings of personal enmity by imbruing 
their hands tn the blood of their f dlow 
man To remedy this evell no Kentuca- 
lan should hestltate to resort ti tvery 
leghtmate effort. Our erring fellow c»t- 
isens must be made to comprehend and 
appreciate that sentiments or hon ir. tuat 
instincts of courage, that fealty to fam¬ 
ily and to family associations, do not re¬ 
quire or excuse the ©bedding of blood, 
and that th© man. who. Instead of lik¬ 
ing up and becoming a party lu nl* broth¬ 
er's quarrel, promote* ct liclllatlon rrnd 
ra.©etabll*h*e peace, la the better maa, 
the better friend And the better cltlsen. 

He who endure# Instead of avenging a 
wrong, real or supposed, who acts on ih* 
principle (hat vengeance la not min© but 
th© Lord's, and that the peace and hap¬ 
piness of communities depend on forbear¬ 
ance. and cannot exist where v'.oieute l» 
the rule, Is the representative of restl 
courage, and the type of the highest or¬ 
der of Kentucky cltlsenahlp Ft:a m a 
aperies of bravery that no true man wld 
question, and the « haracler he nuko wi ! 
be handed down to coming generation* as 
worthy of all commendation.

Let Kentucky Set Example. 

Let Kentucky have no more mob low. 
Let feud* between Kentucky fambles, and 
Kentucky neighborboods, be heard of no 
more forever, and If they be not forgot¬ 
ten. let them live only in the tmges or 
history and romance as now live the 
fends once prevailing with the clans of 
ancient Scotland 

When Thomas Jefferson, after the does 
of u bitter election contest between th© 
old Federal and th© old Republican par¬ 
ties. came to take the office of Chief Mag¬ 
istrate of th© United Slatea, he referred to 
the contest of opinion through which the 
country had Juat paseed. or.a then utt»r- 
fd these words of wlrdom and patriot¬ 
ism: 

"Let u# restore to social* intswotirs© 
that harmony and affection without 
which liberty, and even life Itself, are 
but dreary things, and let us reflect th^t 
hoving banished from our land* the re¬ 
ligious Intoleranee under which man- 
k nd •« long bled end suffered, we Issv© 
yet salted ilttl<*.

under which mankind so long bled and 
suffered, we have yet gamed little.

Wipe Out Political Differences. 

Being all Kentuck'ans. all Demncri 
and all Republicans, there Is and can be 
no better duy than the ptesrnt to meet 
together without regard to Political dif¬ 
ference©, or to artificial and unfounded 
claes distinctions, and to unite In the per- 
n.-inent restoration to social Intercourse 
of that harmony and affection without 
which liberty and life itself are but 
dreary things. ' 

Party organisations and political asso¬ 
ciations will continue to have their days; 
successful candidate# for office, their times 
for rejoicing, and defeated candidates 
their* for disappointment and despon 
deney. But all days and all occasions aro 
for the great body of th© people, for thus© 
who corn their livelihood by the atveot 
of their faces, and seek no aid from gov¬ 
ernment, except the protection necessary 
to enable them to toll day after day and 
month after month at their accustomed 
task#, and to ©njoy with their families 
the products of their labors. With- them 
the country is always first, and with them 
party is. and ought always to be, a sec¬ 
ondary consideration. 

The pomp and circumstances of official 
position, and the evanescent Importance 
of potltlcal leadership may add temporary 
consequence to office holders and to party 
leaders, but In the general course of 
event* the post of honor Is still th© pri¬ 
vate cltlsen. The underlying and perma¬ 
nent Interests of society reside with the 
people at large. They constitute the bone 
and sinew of the country. They make the 
American home© Kentucky Is a land of 
homes, and If those homes be not pro¬ 
tected against violence and lawlessness 
and against spoliation, under the forms of 
law. free government Is a failure. It foils 
to promote the general welfare and to se¬ 
cure to all tl»e blessings of liberty, and 
the time haa come for us to reverse our 
line of march and retrace our steps back 
to the point at which conditions of equal¬ 
ity, fairness and freedom shall be estab¬ 
lished on foundations as enduring as ada¬ 
mant.

Kentucky Should Lead. 

In the great work of gradual and con¬ 
servative, but persistent and untiring, re¬ 
formation. there Is no reason why Ken¬ 
tucky may not take the lead, and every 
reason wny #he shall. She came Into 
existence as a State immediately after 
the adoption of the Federal Constitution; 
she wa* settled by men and women, and 
by th© aons and daughters of those who 
shed tbrir blood to aocure our Independ 
enc* Her children have left records of 
courage and heroism on almost every 
American battlefield Her roll of states¬ 
men and Jurists, orators and soldier*, con¬ 
tains as many distinguished and Imi>eiish- 
ebte names as can be found on that of 
any State. The devotion of her people 
to political freed**tn. to Individual inde 
pendence, and to the maintenance of the 
right* of person nnd property. Is scarcely 
equaled, and Is nowhere surpassed. 

The time Is now ripe and propitious 
for Kentuckians to forget the past, so 
far a# the history of tne past Is to be 
regretted, nnd In a spirit of love of coun¬ 
try and love of their countrymen, to bury 
»h^lr .lead, and to Join tn making the his¬ 
tory of the future an unbroken record of 
good feeling, of reverence for. and obedi¬ 
ence to, law. an era of peace on earth, and 
good will to men. 

The history of Kentucky and the history 
of the cltv of Frankfort cannot be sep¬ 
arated All the statesmen, legislators and 
Jurists who have reached eminent posi¬ 
tion have performed some portion of the 
work entitling them to distinction within 
the confine* 01 this city, and since 1793 the 
attention of the Kentucky people has been 
turned In this direction, that they might 
not fall to be enlightened as to the record 
their trustees and agents were making, 
by the manner In which, and th© purpose* 
for which, they were discharging the du¬ 
ties of their positions uf trust and con¬ 
fidence. 

• • • 

Relates Interesting History. 

The history of Frankfort and that of the 
Capitol buildings of the State have been 
still mure Intimately associated, and more 
Inseparably Interwoven. 

In June. 17V2. Kentucky's first General 
Assembly convened In ths city of I^exlng- 
,ton In a two-story log building. On ths 
5th of November. 17*2. that assembly ad- 
loumed “to hold Its next session In the 
.louse of Andrew Holm*'*, st Frankfort, 
on th© Kentucky river." This second 
State house was afterwards converted 
Into Jxive’a tavern. It was standing as 
lat© ns 1610, and was a unique specimen 
of the pioneer architecture of the Eigh¬ 
teenth century. The first cupRo) build¬ 
ing was occupied November 3, J7W. It 
was deal rayed by fir© In l&tf. The next 
building erected cost forty thousand dol¬ 
lars, more than one-lmlf of which sum 
was raised by voluntary contribution*. 
Tl>« sources of these contributions, and 
their raspe^lhre amounts, afford Interest. 
If they do not supply useful Information, 
to the curious. Collin*. In his history of 
Kentucky, tells us that th© peopt© of 
Heury county contributed thlrtoen dol¬ 
lar#. that Louisville gave fifty dollars, and 
I>rxingu»n three hundred and fifty dol¬ 
lars; that Shelby contributed three hun¬ 
dred and thlrtv dollars, and Woodford 
five hundred und fifty dofisrs; that a elt- 
tsen of Virginia gave on© hundred dol¬ 
lars. and tho contribution* of the people 
of the city of Frankfort and that of th© 
oounty of Franklin sggr«g.ued nineteen 
thousand, six hundred and seven dollar*, 
or practically one-half th© cost of th© 
building. This structure was burned In 
l$2f The cspltol building now In use was 
occupied by th© General Assembly De¬ 
cember 7. 1W9. and was Improved by th© 
erection of the wing standing on th© 
east side. In 1873. 

• • • 

No Change In Location. 

The movement to change the location of 
the capital of the State tu some other 
place than Frankfort began In 17K, It 
was continued at almost every session of 
the General Assembly and at the State 
Constltutl insi Conventions of 1S49 and 
1R90. The contest lasted more than an 
hundred years. In oppoaition to thl# 
movement. Frankfort fought a good fight, 
and In th© end proved successful The 
corner stone wo lay to-day settles this 
prolonged controversy, and settles R for¬ 
ever In this view, I msy congratulate 
the people of the State, and especially th© 
people of the city of Frankfort, und. with 
enipliaols, the ladles uf this city, a*boss 
fealty to their home ha* never faltered, 
and In doing so, I do not forget that there 
Is one not here to-day. for whom 1 feel 
authorised to speak, whoee heart responds 
to the gratifying fact that Frankfort and 
Kentucky, th ©hr history and their tradi¬ 
tion*. are to remain united tn the future 
as they have been In the past.

ADDRESS OF H. V. M’CHESNEY. 


Frankfort, Ky.. June 16.—The ad¬ 
dress of Secretary of State IL V. Mc- 
Cheeney at the laying of the corner¬ 
stone of Che new State Capital was 
a history of tho various Capitols of 
Kentucky. Tt was a most Interesting 
review', and was as follows: 

Mr. Chairman. Ladles and Gentlemen: 
On an occasion marking such a distinct 
epoch In the growth nnd glory of the 
Commonwealth It would be well to re¬ 
view briefly the history* of Kentucky’* 
Capitols and some of the more Important 
Incidents connected with them. At the 
outset I must say that I sin Indebted to 
Collins' History of Kentucky for the 
larger part of my Information concerning 
the early Capitols and the early history’ of 
the two older buildings now In use. 

The various conventions held by the Die- 
trlct of Kentucky looking toward Its sep¬ 
aration from Virginia and adiuiaslon Into 
th© Union were held In Danville, but, as 
I desire to speak of fitatehouses. no refer¬ 
ence need be made to the building or 
buildings In which these conventions were 
held. 

• • • 

New One the Fifth Built. 


This Capitol will be the fifth Statehouse 
built for the purpose. *nd the ninth occu¬ 
pied ms such, four having been buildings 
erected for some other purpose and tem¬ 
porarily used to liouse th# State govern¬ 
ment. The first building occupied by the 
new government of ter the admission of 
the State Into the Union was a two-story 
log houss standing "nearly In the center 
of the east side of Main street, between 
Min street and Broadway," In Lexington. 
The first session of the first General As¬ 
sembly met here on June 4, 1792, and the 
second session of the same General As¬ 
sembly on November 5 of the same year. 
This Legislature appointed a commission 
to locate s permanent site, aud this com¬ 
mission. after considering sites offered by 
LoutsviUe. losing ton. Frankfort, l^ees- 
town, Petersburg, Legerwood's Bend and 
Delaney's Ferry, selected Frankfort, to 
quote from the report of the commission, 
"ms the most proper place for the seat of 
government." The report of the com¬ 
mission was adopted, and when the Legis¬ 
lature closed Its session on December 22, 
17W. it adjourned "to hold Its next ses¬ 
sions In the house of Andrew Holmes, at 
Frankfort, on the Kentucky river." 

• • • 

How Frankfort Won. 


I trust I may be pardoned for a digres¬ 
sion Just here. Now that the long end 
bitter strife over the location of the Cap¬ 
itol Is ended forever. It may help to make 
everyone happy to recall that a Lexing¬ 
ton man. s member of the commission, 
cast the deciding vote In favor of Frank¬ 
fort. There were five commissioners— 
Gen Roliert Todd, of Fayette. Thomas 
Kennedy, of Madison, llonry Lee, of 
Mason, dnd John Allen and John Ed¬ 
wards, of bourbon county. At the final 
meeting Edwards wo* absent, and ths re¬ 
maining tour stood two for Lexington and 
two for Frankfort. Gen. Todd, of Lex¬ 
ington. owned l.two acres of land near the 
proposed Lexington site, and. fearing 
criticism on account of this fact, changed 
hts vote, and Frankfort won. 

Pursuant to adjournment, the second 
General Assembly met on November 4. 
lru. In the Andrew Holmes house, after¬ 
word known as the old Love house, tn 
Frankfort. This second Btstchouse was 
a large two-story frame building, srandtng 
on the southweet corner of Wappmg ana 
Wilkinson streets. This was ths sent of 
government for one year, after which It 
warn used ss an Inn. A a run Burr occupied 
rooms In It tn 1804, and there formed some 
of the plans of his conspiracy. 

During the year the lxiv© house was 
occupied by tne State government, the 
first permanent dtatehouse. known os tha 
third Siaiehouee, was built on the pres¬ 
ent old Statehouse site, and waa occu¬ 
pied for the first tint© by the General 
Asecmbly on November 3, 1794.

Is s splendid 
type of the architecture of Its day. Tho 
simplicity and dignity of lia style and 
the strength of Its great columns aro 
typical of the sturdy character of the 
early Kentuckian# Within Its walls Hen¬ 
ry (Jlsy's matchless eloquence Inspired to 
lofty purpose* Kentucky s legislators, and 
through them a great Commonwealth 
felt the lmpresa of hi# genius. Here Rich¬ 
ard II. Monefee, perhaps the most elo¬ 
quent man of his ago; Richard M. John¬ 
son. the slayer of T©cums*»h: John O. 
Breckinridge and bluff old Ben Ilardln 
played a part of the drama of their 
lives. 

Ths list of those whose words and deeds 
have made Its balls sacred Is too long 
to enumerate The old Cardiol la the one 
connecting link between tne glory of the 
past nnd the glory of the future: a bond 
of union between the tender memories of 
th© long ago and the glorious hones of 
the coming years It Is to Kentucky. In 
n certain sense, what Fanuell Hall and 
Old North Chureh are to Boston and In¬ 
dependence Hall to Philadelphia. It !» 
a consoling thought that there are some 
things so sacred that even this agv of 
grasping commercialism must respect 
them. The old Capitol will remain, as 
an heirloom of the Commonwealth, oc¬ 
cupying a more permanent abiding place 
in the hearts of each succeeding genera¬ 
tion.

The Bast Wing. 

The fourth permanent building the 
eighth B’.alehouse, is the present Execu¬ 
tive building, erected In It was 

built as the “East Wing” of a proposed 
complete Statehouse. having a large 
chamber on the second floor. Intended ss 
u Senate chamber, the plan contemplat¬ 
ing a similar room In a West Wing for 
the House uf Representative*. The build¬ 
ing originally cost about 31&.000. although 
addltlui.al sums were expended later for 
Impruvenk nta. The failure of th© legis¬ 
lature to provide fur th© completion on 
the original plan was perhaps due more 
to the continued agitation of th* removal 
question than to any one cause It Is 
not my purpose to review the history of 
this question through the third uf a cen¬ 
tury that ha# passed sine© the comple¬ 
tion of the Executive building; we do 
not like to think of a duty long delayed 
in' Its performance, nor Is this an occa¬ 
sion to dwell on unpleasant memories.

About a week later, w hen I had re¬ 
ceived $12 besides a llttlo expense mon¬ 
ey from him, I discovered that he was 
keeping all the money I took the rest 
of the literature and deatr«»yed It. Three 
days later, when I was hungry. I rather 
regretted destroying It. 

I Joined a circus that was moving 
toward my home town In Wearern 
Iowa, Intending to leave It there and 
quit being a tramp. I was then down 
In Eastern Pennsylvania. 1 was a can¬ 
vas hand.

Gala Day At Latonia. 

lt was latonla's gala day from even* 
standpoint and in every sense of the 
word. This was the day eagerly looked 
forward to by the thousands of racing 
enthusiasts who represent the better ele¬ 
ment of the Bluegruss State, plungers, 
horsemen and critics alike. In fact, every¬ 
one who loves the thoroughbred awaited 
the coming of this afternoon wtth that ex¬ 
pectancy almost akin to frenxy. Why? 
Because the greatest and grandest of the 
equine brigade in the West were carded 
to measure strides. There have been 
derbies galore, handicaps by the score, but 
never in the history of racing In the West 
lias such a field representing so much 
class faced u starter us that which lined 
up before Jake Holtman this afternoon 
and measured strides for the magnificent 
$ 12 .Duo plum, so magnanimously offered 
by the club. 

Had that field been confined to the 
three-year-olds. Sli liuon. King’s Daugh¬ 
ter and Minnie Adams, the story, the 
race and the clanslness of the field would 
have gone down in turf history to be 
retold when subsequent events Attempted 
to claim superiority over to day’s con¬ 
test. But these three did not represent 
nil the class of the race. True It Is that 
they stood prominently, from the fact 
that their pa*t performances had dem¬ 
onstrated that they were the two grand¬ 
est fillies foaled In the West In many 
year* anil the greatest son that ever 
came from thut Illustrious sire. Fulsetto. 
The latter, n two-time Derby winner, 
met Minnie A«lam*. also u two-time Der¬ 
by winner, while In King’s Daughter !>oth 
met a rival, while not having any derbies 
to her credit, nevertheless, laid claim to 
hu\lng won the Kentucky Oaks from as 
shtfty a filly as ever paraded In that 
classic. The way Ip which the bay filly 
of Omami*nt. figuratively speaking 
smothered her field In that contest made 
her u worthy rival of the mighty Sir 
Huon. It was with this performance still 
fresh In the minds of her admirers that 
Lexington, the real homo of the thorough¬ 
bred, sent her thousand-odd representa¬ 
tives to see the race, and who wmg**red 
snd pinned their fnlfh to Thomas Mo- 
Dowell’s grand filly.

Am and Fonsoluca. the latter an Added 
starter With such a field carded to line 
up before the starter. It Is little wonder 
that although the management raised the 
price of admission fifty cent* all around 
And suspended the free list for the dnv.

Chicago 
won the game, j to l. 

"The odd part of it was that Louisville 
•corml only one run. How they ever 
managed to k**-p away from the plate k 
a mystery. During the game iho bases 
wore tilled with Colonels exactly twelve 
time-* In every inning except one the 
bases were full one «*r more times 

"Yet on twelve hit*, six base- on ball*, 
one hit by pitched boll and three error#, 
they mud*- but on© run The contest was 
ouv long, progressive disappointment tor 
Clarke and his men. Four times they 


had the bases full w*ith but one man out. 
Three tln.es they wen- full with none out. 
Yut each tint© a man was either cut off 
at the plated or doubled up except In the 
filth Inning, wnen. with the bases full, 
a little fumble by Lange let Dexter score. 
Any one of twenty-four hitters could have 
won the game by one timely hit. yet none 
wus delivered. 

"One of the timeliest hitting games I 
ever witnessed was played in Chicago be¬ 
tween Philadelphia nnd Chkago during 
the July scries of 19n<i. The game went 
eleven Innings. Up to the ninth the score 
was ;t to 0 m favor of Chicago. Only one 
hit had been made off Eason, only two 
Quakers had reached first base, and both 
hud been doubted imm-diatcly. Chicago 
during (he meantime had made thirteen 
base hits, Including a home run. and 
three doubles An error gave the Quakers 
a start in the ninth. Thomas singled. 
Wolvorton doubled nnd Flick, an exceed¬ 
ingly timely hltt*r. tied up the game with 
a double. The ninth went without a break, 
and In the tenth Hick smashed out * 
home run. Philadelphia wou. 4 to 3, with 
four hits, while Chicago iu;ule but three 
runs off fourteen hits."

A To¬ 
kalon may win the Suburban Handicap 
this year, for the field for the approach¬ 
ing Suburban Handicap Is distinctively 
meager In quality, and likely as not a 
rank outside selling plater may come on, 
after the class horses have fought them¬ 
selves Into the ground, and win by a 
fluke. There you have the sum and sub¬ 
stance of Tokalon, a 25 to 1 shot, winning 
the Uo.000 Brooklyn Handicap on May 21 
ut Gravesend. Do not scout the possibili¬ 
ty of the very same thing occurring in the 
Suburban Handicap—in fact, the remem¬ 
brance of Tokalon Is going to make thou¬ 
sands of speculators chanco a flyer on the 
tail-end choices in whatever little future 
betting may be had on the race—"little 
future betting" being said advisedly, since 
the postal authorities at Washington, D. 
C., have given the projectors of the 
"Kid" Weller future book on the Brook¬ 
lyn Handicap to understand that no fur¬ 
ther transmission of bets on horse races 
through the mails will be tolerated.

One of the Greatest Races. 


The Suburban Handicap, like the Brook¬ 
lyn Handicap. Is worth $20,000. this 
amount of money ttelng divided among 
the owners of the first throe horses. These 
fixtures are two of a trio, the Brighton 
Handicap, the richest of them all. It pe- 
lug $26,000 In value, standing os third of 
the series. They are at a mile and a 
quarter for horses three-year-olds and up. 
the Brooklyn Handicap being the feature 
event at the Annual opening of the' Brook¬ 
lyn Jockey Clubs spring meeting at 
Gravesend, the Huburbau Handicap doing 
the same sendee for the midsummer 
meeting of the Coney Island Jockey Club 
at Bhe^pshosd Bay. and the Brighton 
Handicap landing the hurrah effect on the 
first day of the always welcome meeting 
at Brighton Beach, down b/ the rolling 
ocean *urf. ’1 he running or any one of 
them is the signal for an exodus of any¬ 
where from 4v.'J00 to 70.000 person* from 
the city to the Long Island racing 
grounds. The turf is keeping pace with 
the growing life of the country, and each 
year secs a greater oumber of racegoers 
In attendance. For Instance. 65.000 paid 
admissions were recorded at Belmont 
Park on Decoration day thi* season—a 
record crowd for r*n American race track 
—and fully 60,000 admirer* of the thor¬ 
oughbred will probably look on the finish 
of the coming Suburban Handicap.

How Haggln Missed Carbine. 


But for the slump In the value of sil¬ 
ver a few year* back Carbine, the Aus¬ 
tralian horse which sired Spearmint, who 
followed his English Derby victory by 
beating a great field for the Grand Pnx 
at Paris, would have been brought to this 
country Instead of going to England. 

Carbine wn* the grousest racehorse of 
his day In Australia. He attracted the 
attention of breeders the world over. 
Janie* Li. Haggln and the late Marcus 
Dttiy Jointly opened negotiation for the 
purchase 01 the horse. They hud prac¬ 
tically agreed upon a price of for 

the horse when the bottom dropped out 
of the sliver market. 

Both Mr. Haggln und Mr Daly were 
heavily Interested in silver mining, and 
with good prospects of silver depreciat¬ 
ing In value until It would scarcely bo 
worth the expense of mining, they tem¬ 
porarily lost Interest In their turf Invest¬ 
ments and the ulltlo# deal was called 
off. 

Hardly hod the sale been declared off 
before the horse was purchased by the 
Duke of Portland for about the sumo 
price that the American* had expected 
to pay. Carbine hod not attained spe¬ 
cial prominence In England as a sire un¬ 
til his three-year-olds of this season be¬ 
gun to race In addition to Spearmint, 
he now has Radium and Glng.il to repre¬ 
sent him. nnd both are horses of high 
class. 

It was the Irony of fate, however, that 
Spearmint wn* n«»t bred by the owner of 
Curbino. Maid of the Mint, dam of Spear¬ 
mint. Is owned by the veteran English 
breeder. Sir Tatton Sykes, who sent her 
to the court of Carbine. As a yearling 
Spearmint was bought by MaJ. Eustace 
Loder for 300 guineas, an absurdly small 
sum for a I»erby winner. 

Following his recent successes comes a 
story that only the weight of capital se¬ 
cured Spearmint for Mol. Loder. The 
youngster had attracted the attention of 
a small owner, who bid up to the limit 
of his capital, but us this fell short of the 
required amount he had to drop out of 
the contest. . . 

lx»rd Rosebery once declared at a Olm- 
crack Club dinner that Derby winners are 
not bought at auction. It Is a rich man’s 
race and the preserve to a very large 
extent of those wealthy aristocrats who 
breed their own horses. In twenty years 
the race has only twice fallen to horses 
that were not home-bred and the proper- 
tv of their breeders. The exceptions were 
Sainfoin, who was purchased by the late 
Sir James Miller for £ 7.000 a short while 
before the l>erb> was run. and Volodyov- 
ski, who was leased by the late M llllam 
C. Whitney. _ _
